HOUSING OF THE 


T is some eighty years or more since the first tentative 
attempt was made by the legislature to deal with 
the housing of the working classes as a national 
problem. Although recently the legislature has 
initiated a “drive”? to improve the quality and 

increase the quantity of these dwellings, there is still 
great shortage in almost every district. and little or nothing 
has been done by the legislature in the housing of the 
poorest classes. These are still left to inhabit insanitary 
dwellings because there is no alternative accommodation, 
although there is statutory authority for condemning the 
hovels in which they live. 

There is no doubt that in addition to the neglect of the 
legislature, this lack of the provision of proper housing 
had been aggravated for a period beginning before the 
Great War, by the increased cost of building and higher 
rating, the attractiveness of alternative investments, 
and the oppressive stringency of building regulations 
and by-laws; also, since the war, by the psychological 
effect on investors of the Rent Restriction Acts and their 
operation to the disinterest of the landlord, even in cases 
where no one could plead that the tenants who have 
profited have been themselves profiteers of the worst 
type. 
Perhaps the first great check and discouragement to 
private enterprise came from the Budget of 1910. During 
the war the building of houses was almost completely 
suspended, at least to such an extent that immediately 
after the war, in their endeavour to meet the demand for 
better housing under the increased cost of building, the 
principle of ‘State assistance was admitted ; and now the 
clearance of insanitary areas and the removal of slum 
dwellings, though ancient evils, are regarded as matters 
for the legislature and as a national emergency. The 
position would have been all the more acute had there 
not been a large supply of houses erected ‘‘ by speculative 
builders ” before the Budget of 1910. 

The cry for slum clearance, or for schemes for clearance 
areas, has now become loud and insistent; but when 
slum areas are condemned and cleared, it must be re- 
membered that local authorities are bound to provide, 
for the dwellers displaced, new accommodation, either 
permanent or temporary, under the terms of their various 
schemes. So far, it appears that it has only been found 
possible finally to reinstate some 70 per cent. of the dis- 
placed tenants ; whilst in London it has been estimated 
that finally less than half of those displaced find accom- 
modation in the new buildings erected on the site of, or 
near to, their old homes. (See “‘The New Survey of London 
Life and Labour,” Volume VI, page 196.) What, then, 
becomes of the remainder? A few, no doubt, prefer, 
or are driven for one cause or another to, the satellite 
towns ; but, on the other hand, a very large percentage 
are unable, even though they keenly desire it, to enter. 
the new dwellings erected, either those on their cleared 
area or those in the satellite towns, because they are 
unable to pay the higher rents demanded, or to afford the 
cost and time involved in travelling to and from their 
occupation in the old locality. So that in their endeavour 
to avoid these two inconveniences, they seek homes in the 
immediate neighbourhoods which then, in their turn, 
gradually become overcrowded and insanitary, like a 
sore badly treated which infects and spreads over a larger 
area. 

The evil does not lie only in the badly planned areas or 
areas which have suffered from too much liberty in plan- 
ning narrow and insanitary streets and courts. Some of 
the worst slums are to be found in areas where there are 
wide streets and substantial buildings sublet in small 
tenements. Overcrowded and kept in ill-repair, these 
become in many cases actually more insanitary and less 
decently convenient than many of those in the ‘‘ mean ” 
streets, although they present structurally a more hopeful 
prospect for reconditioning. It is no use, as has been 
said, to ‘‘ demolish slums almost as fast as we erect them.” 
One classical definition of a slum is “ a low filthy quarter 
of a city or town, a street or place where debauched and 
criminal persons live or resort.’’ Obviously the second 
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condition is a natural consequence of the first; whilst 
conversely, schemes for slum clearance usually give rise 
also to improved social services and education, leading to an 
uplifting of the morale of the area as a new generation takes 
possession. Although war must be waged against slums, 
it must be waged scientifically and by logical methods.. 
The slum is perhaps our worst social evil ; or, in any case, 
it is the fertile evil for most of our social evils, moral, mental 
and hygienic ; or, again, it has truly been said, that the 
slum is the nucleus around which the cancer of social evil 
spreads. 

We dare to state that no reformer, as yet, has put forward 
any scheme of housing of a comprehensiveness which would 
earn for it the title of a remedy of the evil. Who, for 
example, has done anything more than declaim against the 
basement cellar house and the excessive rent demanded 
for it, and the homes of the unfortunate ? Who has sug- 
gested a scheme for decently housing the casual labourer, 
the aged unfortunate, the chronically sick and unemployed ? 
These categories and others, even if such houses as re- 
formers have hitherto provided in housing schemes were 
given them rent free, could neither furnish them nor use 
them to any warrantable extent. Logically, the work of 
rehousing should have begun at this point. It is logically 
impossible that we can have any real progress towards 
the ideal of a nation decently housed, by turning our backs 
or closing our eyes to the acutest symptoms of the evil 
when attempting a cure. The first constructive step 
should be to decide the minimum accommodation and 
facility required for decent living. ‘Here is the call for the 
Ministry to give scope and liberty to the architect and 
builder in co-operation with the medical officer of health, 
so that by intelligently selecting modern materials, and 
appropriate designs, they may erect a sufficient number of 
dwellings as shall answer such minimum requirements, 
and nothing more, except, which is all important, some 
scheme of real suitability to the circumstances. To ‘do 
this no doubt certain restrictive by-laws, regulations and 
covenants would have to go by the board. What are 
these minimum requirements ? The locked door of family 
privacy ; the screening off of the sexes—a living room, an 
airy larder, and means of heating, cooking, bathing, 
laundering, and sanitary arrangements, all on a communal 
basis. 

The Minister of Health has stated that this is the best 
moment for war on slums, and that the Government will 
see that war through. The burden of slum clearance and 
the prevention of overcrowding is, in the opinion of many 
experts, too heavy to be put upon any local authority, even 
if it has the staff able to deal with this multiple problem, 
and it is certain that many of the smaller boroughs and 
districts have not. Such decentralising is, moreover, 
extravagant. Some form of independent National Housing 
Corporation is required, which would not only take over 
the work now- done by public utility societies, but also 
that so laboriously and often inadequately done by smaller 
poor local authorities. At a time when money is so cheap, 
financial means could very quickly be provided by a 
national housing loan, and the dwellings built by the 
corporation would become the property of the nation. 
An enormous amount of employment and saving of dole 
and mitigation of other national evils due to unemploy- 
ment would also result if the Government is really in earnest. 
We invite their consideration of these suggestions without 
delay, pointing out that though the Government has now 
been in possession of the Moyne Report so far little has 
been done to bring about its recommendations. That 
report made it clear, beyond all doubt, that its proposals 
are not intended in any way to affect the five-year pro- 
grammes of local authorities under the Housing Act of 1930. 
If, however, its recommendations as to the inclusion, for 
instance, of all houses not coming within the definition of 
a slum dwelling, as defined by the Act, but which require 
reconditioning and are overcrowded, be adopted in a new 
Act of Parliament, that alone will.mean progress. But 
proper means must be provided for carrying out the 

necessary work instead of relying on already overburdened 
local authorities.

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making an official scale, but it is well- 
known that thousands of qualified 
architects would never get a job at all 
if they stipulated that the scale charge 
was always to be enforced. There is 
much competition from unqualified 
architects who prepare plans at ridi- 
culous prices, and in some districts 
where development is almost entirely 
uncontrolled, the result of cheap plans 
is plainly seen. Good designs are worth 
proper supervision and are worth 
paying for, and it is generally found 
that ‘cheap-jacks’ who work for 
almost nothing do not produce a well- 
proportioned or esthetically attractive 
building.”

The Cost cently published a 
of Hospital valuable Report on 
Building. the Cost of Hospital 
Building, prepared by 


a special Committee appointed by 
the Institute to submit evidence to 
the Ministry of Health Departmental! 
Committee on the Cost of Hospitals 
and Public Building. The R.I.B.A. 
Committee was composed of five mem- 
bers of the architectural profession, 
each of whom has had long and wide 
experience in the design of hospitals, 
and one Fellow of the Chartered 
Surveyors’ Institution. The Report, 
which runs to thirty-one pages, is 
concerned primarily with non-teaching 
general hospitals, but many of the 
incidental recommendations made by 
the Committee apply equally well to 
teaching, mental and specialist hospitals. 
After a general discussion of stan- 
dardisation in hospital design, the 
report formulates a basis on which 
a true comparison of costs can be 
made, and then deals briefly with

special forms of construction. A 
large part of the middle of the Report 
is given to a consideration of the most 
economical disposition of buildings on a 
site and of departments within a 
building scheme. All who are con- 
cerned with the planning of hospitals, 
either as building promoter, governing 
body, architect or surveyor, should 
find this Report of great value. We 
propose to deal more fully with the 
Report in a later issue. 


Tue Cardiff Civic Society, 
The recently formed “To 
~~ of make Cardiff more beauti- 
Houses. ful,” has issued a booklet 
entitled “‘ The Lay-out and 

Design of Small Houses,” copies of 
which are being sent to all architects, 
builders and others interested in build- 
ing operations in Cardiff and neigh- 
bourhood, with the object of arousing 
a keener interest in the esthetic side 
of the problem and thus raising the 
general level of small house design. 
In view of the widespread interest 
now being taken in the housing problem, 
this booklet should be particularly 
helpful, and anyone interested should 
communicate with the Hon. Secretary 
of the Civic Society at the Technical 
College, Cardiff. The scope of this 
little publication, to the preparation 
of which much careful consideration has 
evidently been given, will be realised 
from the following summary: (1) The 
lay-out should be appropriate to the 
special requirements of the site. Exist- 
ing trees and well-grown hedges should 
be preserved and boundary walls 
avoided. (2) In selecting building 
materials careful consideration should 
be given to appearance as well as to 
strength and durability. (3) Aspect is 
a very important consideration in 
house planning. (4) Care taken in 


designing the exterior of a house 
adds to its permanent value. The 
sides and back of the house should be 


designed as carefully as its front. 
(5) Mere variety should be avoided 
unless it is consistent with harmony. 
(6) Quality is given to a house by the 
expenditure of thought and skill on 
proportion, ‘‘ scale,” colour and the 
right blending of materials, rather than 
by the expenditure of money on un- 
necessary “features ’’ and ornament. 


Detaits have been given 
ADirect in our columns from time 
Labour time of the dispute that 
Question. has been going on at 
Barnsley in the matter 
of a contract for municipal houses. 
Briefly, the facts are that the Cor- 
poration invited tenders for the erection 
of 75 houses in the borough, the direct 
labour department of the Corporation 
being among those competing. When 
the tenders were received, the Cor- 
poration decided in favour of its 
own department. A complaint was 
lodged with the Minister of Health 
by the local Master Builders’ Associa- 
tion on the grounds that two of the 
tenders were below that of the Borough 
Surveyor, one by as much as £575. 
In March, the Minister stated that on 
the information before him he was not 
prepared to approve the Corporation’s 
proposal to build the houses by direct 
labour, but at the Corporation’s 
meeting on April 17, a letter was 
read from the Minister in which he 
reversed his decision and “ has decided 
to raise no further objection to the 
Corporation’s proposal.”

whether a rate-subsidised department 
should be enabled to compete with 
rate-paying building firms, it is, on 
the facts before us, nothing less than 
extraordinary that, when a firm of 
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builders has succeeded in submitting 
the lowest tender, the tender should, 
with the official sanction of the Minister 
of Health, be disregarded. The 
Minister’s action involves more than 
the mere sum of £565: it involves a 
matter of precedent which is not only 
likely to cause grave dissatisfaction 
among builders all over the country, 
but to cost the country large sums of 
money in every municipality where the 
principle of direct labour is in force. 
It may be that there are good and 
sufficient reasons for the Minister’s 
decision ; if that is so, it is right that 
they should be made public so that 
the principle involved may be clear 
to the building industry. 


Tue estimated cost of 
building plans passed. 
by 146 local’ authorities 
in hand fur general con- 
tracting work (excluding 
houses) shows a welcome increase 
over previous figures for the last few 
years, being 27 per cent. better than 
the previous month and 42 per cent. 
better than for March, 1933. Plans 
passed for housing are also still on 
the upgrade, being nearly 3 per cent. 
better than for February, 12 per cent.

THE visit of the Finnish 
Finland— National Orchestra to 
Old and Tondon at the end of 
New. = May—a sequel to “ British 
Week in Finland” last 
September—serves as a reminder of 
how little most Britons know of the 
people of this northern nation. The 
accompanying illustrations of post- 
war and medieval architecture are 
of interest in providing a contrast, 
showing how the race has utilised 
modern ideas. In the twelfth century 
the country was annexed by the 
Swedes, under whose rule it remained 
until 1809, when it became autonomous 
under the protection of Russia. Despite 
these influences the Finns have never 
lost their peculiar characteristics. Their 
desire for “ separation’ was realised 
in 1917, when the Declaration of In- 
dependence brought the new Republic 
into being. The photographs show a 
castle near the small town of Savon- 
linna, probably erected at some time 
before the Swedish annexation, and 
the new Diet building, in Finnish 
granite, completed in 1931. A notable 
feature of this building is the attenu- 
ated—almost ‘‘Colonial’’—character 
of the order.

Public Works. 

Sir,—I welcome the letter in your columns 
from Mr. E. C. Gordon England as a sign 
that big business is now alive to the need tor 
a forward policy in what are called public 
works,

transport needs of the country. There are 
many other directions in which there is equal 
scope for a more enlightened policy, for, for 
the past two and a half years, public works, 
both national and local, have to all intents 
and purposes been stopped. I hope that the 
powers-that-be, now that the crisis which 
stopped them is over, will pay heed to the 
words of Mr. Gordon England and remember 
the many schemes of national development 
which are still held up. 

One word more. ‘‘ Public works ’’ in many 
people’s minds seem to suggest the digging of 
holes in the ground in order to fill them up 
again. They are much more: they are 
national reconstruction in the best sense. 
Perhaps if we referred to them as reconstruc- 
tion work instead of ‘public works’ we 
should get a greater measure of popular sup- 
port for some of the many undertakings which 
must sooner or later be started, and which, 
as Mr. Gordon England so rightly says, 
should be started now, when money is cheap 
and men are idle.

Limitation of Invitations to Tender. 

Sm,—tThe letter by ‘“‘Contractor’’ in your 
issue of the 27th ult., under the heading of 
‘* Limitation of Invitations to Tender,’’ men- 
tions some of the many points now at issue 
between contractors and sub-contractors, and 
which are engaging the attention of the 
National Federation of Specialists and Sub- 
contractors. 

As a specialist sub-contractor, I would like 
to point out that, whilst I agree with ‘‘ Con- 
tractor ’’ in his contention that only qualified 
builders and those of acknowledged standing 
should be invited to tender, precisely the same 
should apply to sub-contractors. Many general 
contractors are doing the very thing ‘‘ Con- 
tractor’’ complains about, viz., obtaining 
prices for - specialists’ work—not from 
specialists, but from builders and general mer- 
chants and others who, instead of keeping to 
their own business, now offer, by means of 
piecework labour, and so forth, to give prices 
for various materials fixed or laid or applied 
—ag the case may be, and, by these and 
similar means of price-cutting, builders claim 
they are able to get work executed at lower 
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prices than those sometimes mentioned in 
bills of quantities under prime cost items. 

The genuine specialist has spent years in 
the study of the technicalities of his par- 
ticular commodity ; has perfected it as a fixed 
or installed article; at large expense to him- 
self has fitted up showrooms, etc., where 
architects and builders and their clients can 
inspect every conceivable variety of that 
article and make their selections, and, further, 
he places his expert knowledge at the disposal 
of the trade. Small wonder, therefore, that 
architects avail themselves of such services 
and specify such specialists to execute their 
work and at the same time are assured that 
it will be carried out in an expert manner. 
In taking this course they are best serving 
their clients. 

Also, I would like to inform ‘‘ Contractor ”’ 
and building owners generally that in many 
cases architects do obtain competitive prices 
from several specialist sub-contractors in- the 
same trade and, knowing this to be the case, 
the sub-contractor is compelled, whether he 
likes it or not, to quote his lowest prices, 
otherwise he is well aware that he will be 
passed over when the time comes for the 
placing of the order. 

‘* Contractor’? complains that he is not 
adequately paid upon specialists’ work. 1 
maintain that he is more than amply paid, in 
that occasions are rare indeed that architects 
do not merely agree to, but insist upon, the 
builder receiving 24 per cent. cash discount, 
which in itself must perforce amount to a 
considerable sum in a contract of any size. 
Nowadays, the builder does not make pro- 
vision for financing sub-contracts but, on the 
contrary, waits until he has himself received 
payment before he pays the sub-contractor ; 
he passes on to the sub-contractor—and 
rightly—all the conditions of contract to 
which he is liable—as far as they may apply 
to the sub-contract; the architect supervises 
the specialists’ work and the surveyor 
measures the work on completion. 

Finally, it should perhaps be more generally 
appreciated that genuine—not  so-called— 
specialist sub-contractors are of considerable 
assistance to architects and their clients, and 
they take a whole lot of responsibility and 
expense off the shoulders of the general con- 
tractor. 


SvuB-CONTRACTOR. 


Architects’ Fees. 


Srr,—I have read with interest your lead- 
ing article and correspondents’ letters on 
architects’ fees, and I consider 5 per cent. 
on the actual builders’ work and 2 per cent. 
on sub-contractors’ work adequate remunera- 
tion for the architects’ services. One of the 
main claims of the architect is that his re- 
muneration covers not only the preparation 
of drawings but supervision of the actual 
erection of the structure. As a result of 
twenty-five years’ experience I _ willingly 
admit that some architects do give careful 
supervision, but in a number of cases they 
do not. 

Why should an architect be paid the same 
percentage on sub-contractors’ work as on the 
main contractor’s? The amount of work he 
has to do in this direction is very small in- 
deed. Take steelwork, for instance: invari- 
ably the architect relies on the specialists to 
prepare the whole scheme, giving him all 
weights and strengths, and, what is very im- 
portant, sizes of suitable concrete foundations 
to carry not only the steelwork but the whole 
building. The same more or less applies to 
all other sub-contractors. 

Where does the builder come in? He adds 
a small percentage to cover use of plant, 
supply of water, attendance, etc., but this 
small percentage never did and never will 
cover the cost of responsibility and super- 
vision of sub-contractors’ work, The anxiety 
and time involved in supervision by the 
builder and his representative are often con- 
siderably more than they expend on their 
own particular part of the work.

DESIGN OF HOUSES 


Appeal Against Decision of a Local Authority. 
Ar Ruislip, recently, an appeal was made 
against the decision of the local Council, who 
had rejected plans for two modern houses in 
Ruislip after their committee had declared 
that the design was ‘‘ deliberately odd.”’ This 
decision they took under the Town Planning 
Act. The appeal was brought by the builder 
before Mr. Ernest G. Allen, the arbitrator 
appointed by the President of the R.I.B.A. 

Mr. W. A. Fearnley-Whittingstall, for the 
builder, Mr. Walter G. Taylor, said that the 
houses had been approved by King’s College, 
Cambridge, Lords of the Manor—‘‘a most 
conservative body.’ They had been commis- 
sioned by two doctors, one of them a well- 
known Harley-street physician. 

Mr. Taylor, called as a witness, said he 
lived in a similar house in Harrow. It was 
built to take full advantage of the sun. The 
Council complained of his houses on esthetic 
grounds. He was building similar houses at 
Eltham and Gidea Park. ; 

Professor Adshead pointed out that similar 
types of houses were exhibited at the Ideal 
Home Exhibition. He could see nothing 
damaging to the amenities of Ruislip in such 
a house as was proposed. 

Mr. Edwin Gunn, the only witness for the 
Council, said his principal objection to the 
house was the glass-encased staircase, which, 
he said, would make anybody going up or 
down look like an animated lantern-slide or 
something seen through a microscope. 

The hearing then closed. The arbitrator 
has viewed the site and will report his find- 
ings to the President of the R.I.B.A., by 
whom the decision will be made known. 


COMPETITION NEWS 


Coventry School Competition. 

Coventry Education Committee have 
awarded the first premium of £100 to the 
design submitted by Mr. R. Hellberg, 
A.R.I.B.A., architect, ‘‘ Halfacre,’’ Broad- 
lane, for the erection of a new school on the 
Hen-lane Estate, for which a limited competi- 
tion was held. The assessor was Mr. A. C. 
Bunch, FJR.I.B.A. The design submitted by 
Mr. A. H. Gardner, A.R.I.B.A., was placed 
second (£50), and that by Mr. C. Redgrave, 
L.R.I.B.A., third (£30). 


Proposed School, Glasgow. 

It is stated that the plans for the projected 
new Girls’ High School for Glasgow, which is 
estimated to cost over £100,000, are to be put 
out for competition among selected architects, 
including the departmental architect. A sub- 
committee of the Corporation’s Committee on 
the construction of schools is to appoint an 
assessor to select competitors. 

Proposed School, Luton. 

Luton T.C. has decided to appoint Mr. 
J. A. Gotch, P.-P.R.I.B.A., assessor in the 
limited competition for a school to accommo- 
date 480 children at Hart-lane. The cost is 
estimated at £17,000. Conditions are not yet 
available. 


New Town Hall, Swinton and Pendlebury. 
The Swinton and Pendlebury U.D.C. pro- 
pose the provision of a new town hall on a 
portion of the Swinton Schools site. An open 
competition for architects is to be held in 
accordance with the regulations of the 
R.1.B.A., and the approximate cost of the 
building has been fixed at £65,000. Three 
premiums are offered, as follows : £150, £100 
and £75. Mr. J. R. Adamson, F.R.I.B.A., 
of Messrs. Bradshaw Gass and Hope, 
FF.R.I.B.A., of Bolton, is the assessor. 


Proposed Lay-out, Sunderland. 

Sunderland Seaside Development Commit- 
tee, which has drawn up an £89,000 develop- 
ment plan for the next five years, has recom- 
mended the town council] to invite architects 
to submit competitive designs for the lay-out 
of Corporation land at Seaburn. It is also 
recommended that awards of £100, £50, and 
£25 be offered, and that authority to appoint 
an assessor be sought. 
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BIGGER GLASS FRONTS. 

Gass as a means of bigger and better dis- 
play has taken the Frenchman’s fancy. The 
newest shopfronts aim at giving over the 
fagad2 as much as possible te large sheets of 
glass. Few people care about the old problem 
of how to prop up a building (s#sthetically). 
Along the boulevards the large shops are 
pulling down their cramped and ornamental 
fronts and erecting glass from side to side 
and up over the first floors as well. Thin bars 
of steel shine at the edges and joints of the 
glass and around the doorways. 

The ‘‘Citroén’’ building in the Champs 
Elysée' attracts much attention and is 
greatly admired. It is one huge showroom, 
with cars, looking very small, arranged at 
the bottom of it on the floor space. The front 
wall is nearly all glass, as the photograph 
shows, and tall mirrors reflect one another on 
the inside walls. The change of scale is quite 
astonishing, and one feels that Citroéu cars 
must be the most precious objects in Paris. 
Jewellers might like to take a hint from this 
and show less jewellery in a larger space. 
The diagram shows an approximate section of 
the Citroén building. 

The ‘* Bata ’’ shop comes from Prague, not 
Paris, but it shows well the Paris fashion. 
All structural supports are hidden, and the 
white portions, which are diffusing glass, 
cover many electric lights. At night the 
whole shop is lit up inside and out like a 
glass palace, and people flock round it, unable 
to resist the attraction. 

The enthusiasm for glass has spread to 
other buildings. A new school in the out- 
skirts, designed by André Lurgat, with long, 
continuous windows, seems to be half framed 
up in glass. Daylight floods into all its 
corners and from any point, standing in the 
streets outside, one can see right through the 
building. I never saw a school more pleasing. 
and the children seemed to like it, too. They 
were on holiday at the time, but still they 
played all round it. The two shops, Peugeot 
and Marcel Rochas (shown above), both 
situated in the expensive shopping district, 
disdain to attract attention by a big display 
like that of the more popular shops in the 
main boulevards, and prefer to rely on good 
proportions, solidity and quiet restraint. The

complete absence of ornament is very marked, 


and nothing in the design is allowed to detract 
from the lettering. 

Glass is beginning to change the character 
of the railway stations. In the Gare St. 
Lazare, plate-glass windows now take the 
place of the irritating pigeon-holes which once 
served as ticket offices. As in the “‘invisible 
mending ’’ shops, human figures are on show 
inside the windows. You see a man operate 
a strange machine like a giant slide rule; he 
adjusts it carefully and presses a button; 
wheels go round and, to your surprise, out 
pops. a ticket. The diagram shows a ticket 
window for two officials, a man on one side 
and a woman on the other. Notice the con- 
venient ledge outside for travellers’ hand 
baggage (see diagram below).

The house in the Rue Maspero breaks away 
in style from all its neighbouring houses in 
the Passy district. Many a building nearby 
which once prided itself on being ‘‘ modern ”’ 
now feels old-fashioned. Paul Dujarric has 
seized ruthlessly on logical expression and 
suits his windows to the plan, not to the 
elevation. Some critics object to the incised 
sculpture, but it serves a purpose comfort- 
ably. It balances an asymmetrical composi- 
tion and distracts the eye from the weak spot 
in the design, where a solid stands eccentric- 
ally over a large void. The Victorians would 
not have dared to use big sheets of glass like 
those in the lower window, but Dujarric 
exploits the centre bar to give an apparent

structural stiffening to the void. The front 
door is one large sheet of steel, spray painted. 
It has no ornament or furniture, and its 
movements are controlled by a number of 
little push buttons. 

Escalators seem to be an old feature of the 
Paris Underground Railway. One at Troca- 
dero, a dirty, ungracious thing, ‘‘ galumphs ”’ 
noisily up to the street level. People stand on 
it and fidget as if in a hurry to get off it. 
When I saw this I could not help thinking, 
with a pleasurable thrill, of our own comfort- 
able escalators.

BIRMINGHAM CIVIC CENTRE. 


Birmingham City Council has approved 
a scheme for the city’s civic centre, drawn 
up by the City Surveyor, Mr. James A. 
Swann, of Wolverhampton and Birmingham, 
and Mr. 8. N. Cooke, to replace the plan sub- 
mitted in competition by M. Maximilian 
Romanoff, of Paris, in 1927 and considered 
too prohibitive in cost. The new plan is for 
the erection of buildings round an open space, 
with the existing Hall of Memory as the 
centre, and having a radius of about 300 
yards. The Municipal Bank and the Masonic 
building recently erected in Broad-street 
would form a part of the scheme, and it is 
proposed to extend Paradise-street across 
land now occupied by the municipal car park 
to form a new shopping street to take the 
place of that portion of Broad-street which 
would be occupied by new public buildings 
and gardens. Public buildings which it is 
proposed to erect are new municipal offices, 
a city hall to seat about 5,000, public offices 
and public library. The existing Town Hall, 
Art Gallery and other city buildings, and the 
University Buildings in Edmund-street, will 
be retained as part of the scheme.

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THE ROYAL SCOTTISH ACADEMY

In the section of Architecture in this, the 
108th exhibition of the Royal Scottish 
Academy, the exhibits are but fair. It is 
evident that either the practising architects 
have little or no work to exhibit or that they 
do not care to exhibit what they have. Quite 
a large proportion of wall space is devoted 
to perspectives and drawings of works which 
have already been exhibited elsewhere, while 
a considerable number of students’ designs 
and sketches adorn the walls. This may be 
the result of a policy of the Royal Scottish 
Academy, but surely the most truthful test 
of the quality of architecture is to see the 
completed building, and, failing that, to see 
a photograph of it, drawings being a means 
towards an end and useful as exhibits when 
the building is only conjectured or in course 
of erection. Students’ designs and sketches 
ought to be exhibited in a room set apart for 
black-and-white drawings or in the water- 
colour section. 

The late A. Marshall Mackenzie, R.S.A., 
LL.D., has, among other works on exhibition, 
a photograph of a clock tower at Fyvie, Aber- 
deenshire (567). This is a very masterly and 
graceful piece of traditional Scots architec- 
ture, which has not heretofore been suffi- 
ciently illustrated. j 

A design for ‘‘ A Sports Stadium in a Great 
City”? (583) is admirably illustrated by a 
well-composed perspective drawing in charcoal 
pencil. This is a student’s design, drawn by 
Mr. Robert S. Morton. 

Mr. J. D. M. Harvey’s excellent perspective 
of Messrs. C. H. James and Rowland Pierce’s 
design for the Norwich Municipal Buildings 
(591) is on exhibition. This drawing has 
already been much exhibited and reproduced, 
and is one of the best drawings on view. 

In close proximity to the perspective of the 
Norwich Municipal Buildings is a perspective 
sketch of proposed rehousing at Burnmouth, 
Berwickshire, by Messrs. Kininmonth and 
Spence (592). This is an admirable opaque 
colour sketch on David Cox paper by Mr. 
Basil Spence. The rehousing scheme is a 
mere incidental in a very good sketch, and 
although very pleasing tends to be ‘‘ arty.” 

The much-debated provisional design for 
Carlton House-terrace, by Sir Reginald Blom 
field, R.A. (599), occupies an important post- 
tion, and has been previously exhibited and 
published. : 

Messrs, Cackett, Burns Dick and Mackellar 
have on exhibition Mr. William Walcot’s ex- 
cellent water-colour drawing of the Northum- 
berland County Council Offices, Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne (600). This drawing has also been 
exhibited before and has been much repro- 
duced. 

Proposed additions to the Ashmolean 
Museum, Oxford, by Messrs. Stanley Hall and 
Easton and Robertson, are shown in a water- 
colour perspective drawing by Mr. H. L. G. 
Pilkington (602). It seems a pity that the 
Ashmolean Museum must be extended, and 
Mr. Pilkington’s drawing does not gain by 
its close proximity to Mr. Walcot’s drawine 
of the Northumberland County Council 
Offices. 

A Nurses’ Home at the Victoria Infirmary, 
Glasgow, is exhibited by Messrs. Watson, 
Salmond and Gray (611). This is an excel- 
lent rendering in Indian ink of a well-pro- 
portioned and balanced elevation. The draw- 
ing is by Mr. John Watson, Junr., and we 
publish it in this issue. : 

Invermoriston Bridge, Inverness-shire, by 
Messrs. Mears and Carus-Wilson in conjunc- 
tion with Messrs. Blyth and Blyth, engineers 
(612), is shown in a well-composed photo- 
graph. This seems to be a satisfactory solu- 
tion of the ‘bridges in the Highlands ”’ 
problem, and is in accord with its surround- 
ings and another bridge further up the river. 

Mr. Joseph Lea Gleave exhibits three 
photographs of the drawings of the design 
with which he won the Columbus Memorial 
Lighthouse competition (613, 614 and 615). 





Messrs.’ Gillespie, Kidd and Coia’s photo- 
graphs of St. Anne’s R.C. Church and 
Presbytery, Dennistoun, Glasgow (565), show 
this church to be rather restless in design. 
This exhibit is noteworthy on account of 
photographs of two good sculptural panels, 
of the Entombment and Resurrection, by Mr. 
Archibald Dawson. 

Messrs. Gillespie, Kidd and Coia also ex- 
hibit a very good water-colour perspective, 
by Mr. J. A. Coia, of St. Columbkilles R.C. 
Church and Presbytery, Rutherglen (578). 
This drawing more than does justice to the 
architecture. The elevation shows brick and 
stone in bands, a treatment long since out- 
moded. : 

Mr. Robert 8. Morton has two good pencil 
sketches (571 and 580) on view; one is sur- 
prised to find pencil sketches of old build- 
ings among the architectural works. 

Mr. Briant Poulter’s drawing of ‘‘ Reen- 
desert Court,” Bantry (606) is a very pleasant 
and sympathetic drawing of a very romantic 
subject. Different views of this same house 
have already been exhibited and published 
elsewhere. 

Messrs, Burnett N. H. Orphoot, Whiting 
and Lindsay show photographs of a pleasant 
little house near Bideford. The house is 
quiet and restrained and the surroundings 
admirable (617). 

The exhibition of sculpture is disappoint- 
ing. The bulk of the work is uninspired, and 
with the exception of a. few. exhibits, mainly 
Continental, the standard is not a high one. 
Among the noteworthy- exhibits are two 
bronzes, ‘‘ Putto and Bird” and ‘‘ Putto and 
Tortoise,” by Johannes Bjerg (27 and 31). 
Nos. 27 and 31 are worthy examples of the 
Renaissance movement which at present per- 
vades the northern countries of Europe. Two 
bronze portrait busts, one of H. K. Ayliff, 
the other entitled ‘‘ Deborah,” both by Benno 
Schotz, are pleasingly vigorous (28 and 33). 
Loris Rey exhibits an excellent bronze por- 
trait bust of Jacob Kramer (56). This work 
is full of vigour, vitality and character, and 
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has been lent by Sir Michael Sadler, K.C.S.1., 
C.B., University College, Oxford. 

A strong, virile bronze bust of Sir Alex- 
ander M. MacEwan is exhibited by Mrs. 
Gladys Barron (64). Very noteworthy in this 
exhibition of sculpture is a cement statue, 
‘*Leda,’’ by the late Kai Nielsen (24), also 
two cement statues, ‘‘Sitting Greenland 
Women” (68) and ‘‘ Kneeling Woman”’ (72), 
by Svend Rathsock. 

R.1.B.A. Pamphlet. 

The 1934 edition of the R.1.B.A. Pamphlet, 
‘Membership of the R.1.B.A.,"" just pub- 
lished, contains, in addition to information 
regarding the Examinations and Membership 
of the R.1.B.A., full particulars with regard 
to architectural training, scholarships avail 
able at the Schools of Architecture recognised 
for exemption from the R.I.B.A. Examina- 
tions. Maps showing the local distribution of 
facilities available for architectural education 
in the British Empire are an important 
feature. These maps are accompanied by a 
schedule showing the R.I.B.A. Allied Societies 
and their provinces and: the educational 
facilities available in the province of each 
Allied Society. 


Short Courses for Teachers. 

The Board of Education announce that short

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GERMAN CRITICISM OF 
ENGLISH CATHEDRALS 
By GEOFFREY F. NUTTALL, B.A. (Oxon) 


Ir is usually refreshing to read a foreigner’s 
considered impressions of England, if only for 
the apparent originality of his selection of ob- 
jects. ‘The temptation is naturally for his 
attention to be captured by the eccentric 
rather than by the significant. 


The few pages on English medizval archi- 
tecture which form part of Die Geschichte der 
Kunst, by Professor Hamann, of Marburg 
(Knaur, Berlin, RM.4.50), are no exception 
to the rule. Thus, of the five west fronts of 
cathedrals chosen for illustration, four are 
Ely, with the single tower, the screen of 
Lincoln, Peterborough’s portico and the mix- 
ture at Exeter—surely hardly a selection of 
the normal. Again, the structural freak 
supporting the central tower at Wells is 
emphasised as ‘‘a last trace of this decora- 
tive Gothic, which attempts the grandiose, 
with a playful adaptation of form’’; while 
one of the beauties almost peculiar to 
English cathedrals, the unifying central 
tower, is glossed over in a phrase. No full- 
length exterior, in fact, is shown, except 
Beverley, and Beverley is exceptional pre- 
cisely in that it lacks a central tower. 
Salisbury Spire and Lincoln central tower go 
unmentioned, nor is there a word about 
Canterbury or Durham, though there are 
small unexplained pictures of both. 


Professor Hamann’s treatment can scarcely 
be called sympathetic. He asserts, for ex- 
ample, that the English west front is a 
throwback on the Continental type, which 
regularly exhibits enormous, many-ordered 
portals. It is true that our doorways are often 
disproportionately small; but the reason for 
this was not only, probably not so much, the 
desire for more arcading and ornamentation, 
but rather the necessity for larger windows, 
in order to admit as much light as possible in 
a northern climate. Again, Fosleoonr Hamann 
remarks on the broad and horizontal nature of 
our cathedrals, as against the narrow verti- 
cality of Continental Gothic; the contrast is 
there right enough, but to fail to see the 
attractive quietude and gracefulness of the 
English type is as national and unzsthetic a 
judgment as it is for us merely to complain 
of the restlessness and “ vaulting ambition, 
which o’erleaps itself,’ of the Continental 
type. Aisthetic judgments must he non- 
national, or rather the judge must in 
imagination become, so far as is possible, 
inspired by the temperament and aims of the 
artist, of whatever nation or century. Even 
the Purbeck marble work of Beverley does not 
satisfy Professor Hamann; he finds fault with 
the double triforium of stone and marble, and 
apparently misses altogether the happy effects 
of contrasted light and shade. 


This is not to say that there is nothing of 
value in Professor Hamann’s treatment of our 
cathedrals. He rightly reproaches the English 
builders with their timidity in building vaults 
of stone and with their cheap trickery in paint- 
ing wooden ceilings to appear like vaults; 
though it is manifestly unfair not to mention 
Durham, which had one of the earliest ribbed 
vaults in Europe. Again, Professor Hamann 
justly complains of the English habit of rest- 
ing the vaulting shafts on a corbel, instead of 
bringing them down to the ground as shafts 
of a compound pier. Most interesting, 
perhaps, is his attempt to trace in the form 
of our cathedrals the influence of the conflict 
between ‘‘the conqueror’s will to power and 
sovereignty’ and “the need of seclusion and 
quiet characterising the individual soldier 
come home from the wars.’’ The former, he 
suggests, expresses itself in an ‘‘ unbounded 
cathedral-complex,” a “‘giant-complex’’ which 
makes for “‘a communal nave” and a west 
front like that of Peterborough. The latter 
expresses itself in a desire for privacy and 
comfort, which appears in the individualism 
of retro-choirs and chapels, with their screens 
and chantries. 
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PURPOSE AND ART 


In this stimulating book* we haye a’ 
development of the ideas outlined by the 
author in a series of broadcast talks. He 
attempts to give, in plain language, for the 
general reader, a connected view “‘ of those 
visible sides of human activity and pleasure 
which is included in the short, comprehensive, 
and confusing word ‘ Art’ . from the 
earliest times down to our own day, when 
new materials and mechanical processes are 
employed to express conditions which are 
entirely novel.”’ 

In his attempt we feel that the author has 
succeeded admirably. He is always the 
enthusiastic advocate rather than the judge, 
and his book is never dull. He deals with 
architecture as well as painting and sculpture, 
and it is possible that those readers who are 
particularly interested in one subject more 
than in the others, may not agree with the 
coherent fundamental meanings and develop- 
ments in these three manifestations of life. 

One of the main principles, well brought 
out in the book, is that art is the true expres- 
sion of human experiences, the spontaneous 
expression of character belonging to its age 
as a whole. The variation lies in the power 
of expressing these experiences, a fact which 
gives point to the sharp reminder that in the 
ages of truly national life the arts were the 
most truthful document of their times. We 
are compelled to realise that we have lost the 
unity of the crafts and arts natural to earlier 
generations; nevertheléss, the author feels 
that art is continuous, and that genuine 
modernity is not a denial, but only a fresh 
application in new circumstances, of eternal 
principles bequeathed to us by the art of all 
ages. 

“We are led gently into a study of the 
puzzles of modern art, believing that a 
definite contemporary standard of judgment is 
now in process of formation, realising, as we 
read, that there seems to be a good deal more 
than the usual disagreement between those 
who look forward and those who look back. 
To the author it is ludicrous to believe that 
modern artists have broken away from tradi- 
tion, in the sense that nobody can well break 
away from something that already has been 
shattered into fragments. The real breakage 
of tradition started a hundred years ago, and 
it is the belief that the task of twentieth- 
century art is that of getting back to tradi- 
tional principles. 

It is not given to everyone to see any 
coherent connection in these days between the 
distortion of futuristic painting, the crude- 
ness of sculpture and the lean starkness of 
architecture. Nor is it easy to explain the 
underlying meaning. We can see the slate 
wiped clean, and see the attempt to get right 
down to root principles, but we are not 
entirely convinced that we can detect in all 
the arts a fundamental principle that has a 
uniform and universal meaning. 

The author discusses the functionalism in 
architecture which recognises no beauty 
eycept that which comes from the perfect 
adaptation of an object to the function which 
it exists to carry out. The functionalist is an 
idealist, we read, buoyed up by his faith that 
intellectual beauty will emerge when purpose 
in all its aspects has been satisfied. ‘‘ What 
he wants to get rid of, in new building, are 
accessories and refinements which once had 
love behind them, but which now have 
neither love nor meaning, except the senti- 
mental meaning of association and habit.” 
We confess we have the feeling that there 
appears to be a self-conscious striving for 
simplicity which is not simple. There is the 
story of the modern painter of world-wide 
repute, who was told that some of his figures 
might have been drawn by a child of five, 
and his reply: ‘‘ That is what I am aiming 
at.’’ Again, we wonder whether there is not 
a confusion between simplicity and the 
absence of self-consciousness. 

Altogether, this book cannot fail to 
stimulate readers into taking a livelier and 
more open-minded interest in modern art.

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“THE BUILDER” DEBATE 


LXXII1.—ARCHITECTS’ AND SURVEYORS’ 
FEES. 


Sir,—*‘ Negative’s “’ rejoinder does much 
to suvstantiace my case. sor instance, he 
says that where iocal authorities pay quan- 
tuly surveyors direct, tuey pay very badly, 
and implies that where they pay in the usual 
manner the surveyor gets his full scale. 
Surely this exactly proves one of my conten- 
tions, which | venture to quote—‘‘ Many em- 
ployers pay through their contractors the 
lees of the surveyor without having any idea 
what they have paid.’’ It is obvious that the 
authorities who beat down the directly paid 
surveyor know more about the payment than 
those who know no more than the contract 
price to the builder. I am not defending the 
beating down, or attacking the scale fees of 
the survéyor, but merely emphasising that 
whatever is agreed between a surveyor and 
an employer should be a declared and known 
quantity. I see no reason why there should 
be more price-cutting among surveyors than 
among architects if the professions are each 
equally and sufficiently organised. 

I claim that ‘‘ Negative ’’ has substantiated 
the most important part of my case. But 
there are other points at issue. He suggests 
that payments through the builder make the 
surveyor a more independent agent than 
direct payment through the employer. I fail 
to understand the point or in what way this 
principle applies to. surveying more than to 
architecture. And it is strange that he should 
say that a change of practice would render it 
necessary for the builder to appoint a sur- 
veyor to act for him, when that is already 
an established custom. In many cases a con- 
tractor does appoint an actual quantity sur- 
veyor to agree final measurements. In prac- 
tically all others, the contractor’s surveyor 
is his estimating clerk, who is generally well 
able to hold his own in a battle of wits. 


But that is beside the point. Does ‘‘ Nega- 
tive ’’ imply that because the architect is paid 
by the employer he has a bias in favour of 
the latter in all questions of right and 
wrong? If so, I suggest that it is he who 
is impeaching the honesty of the profession, 
not I. If he does not mean this, why should 
the surveyor be otherwise treated ? 

I must protest also against his suggestion 
that I am imputing roguery to the profes- 
sions. I am merely suggesting a change of 
practice in the one case, and the continuation 
of a custom of practice in the other, to ensure 
that the dealings of the professions are clearly 
stated and understood by those who pay for 
the professional services concerned. It is be- 
cause I believe there is no general irregu- 
larity in the dealings of the professions con- 
cerned that I see no difficulty in carrying out 
my proposition. 

‘‘ Negative ’’ also states that I suppose the 
surveyor’s duty is to supervise the builder. 
I am well aware that this is not so, but am 
also aware that, whether part of his duties 
or not, the quantity surveyor: usually values 
for certificates. It was this potential ‘lever ”’ 
which I referred to. 

Mv final point, that it was desirable that 
the fees of a professional man should receive 
the full light of day, ‘‘ Negative ’’ discreetlv 
leaves unanswered. Does he not agree? If 
not, I wonder what reason he will produce? 
TI can conceive only one answer, viz.: that 
fees would be more difficult to collect if the 
payer knew how much they were. Yet I 
contend that this fatter is the fair principle 
unon which to work. If scale fees are reason- 
able and good value for money, surely it is 
desirable for those who charge them to show 
that this is the case. rather than cover them 
up in a mist of technical custom.

Rebuilding of Sackville-street, W.

Conversion of a Martello Tower. 


This Martello Tower stands in_ school 
grounds and is in a good state of preser- 
vation, being now used as a gardeners’ mess- 
room and tool-house. The walls externall 
are cemented and internally show bric 
throughout, the floor and roof being carried 
on brick archings. The lower or ground floor 
is much encumbered by old water tanks, and 
the roof still has the iron pivot and circular 
iron rails on which the gun revolved. A 
modern iron bridge now gives access to the 
one door on the land or north side, but the 
wheels on the inside over the doorway and 
the holes through the wall for the ropes or 
chains to work the original ladders still re- 
main, as shown on a section. It is proposed 
to remove half the first floor with its in- 
teresting original oak flooring, leaving the 
other half as a gallery, making on the ground 
floor a tall recess for the altar and windows 
in the walls, which are 9 ft. thick. A small 
addition on the entrance side will provide 
stairs down to the ground floor and up to the 
roof, also a small sacristy, and when thus 
adapted the chapel will accommodate about 
90

New Printing Premises, Reading. 

The site of these new premises for the Berk- 
shire Printing Co. and Lithographia, Ltd., 
was divided into two parts by an existing 
public road, and arrangements had to be 
made and permission obtained to close this 
and provide a road in its place on the eastern 
boundary of the site. Careful thought was 
given by the company to the preparation of 
‘a lay-out of machinery and printing-house 
equipment. The aim has been to give com- 
fortable working space to each machine, with 
direct gangways for service in every necessary 
direction, and at the same time to economise 
working factory floor space as much as pos- 
sible.

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it advisable to have a lower ‘ground floor to 
the front of the building, while the machine 
floor, extending over the whole area of the 
plan, is level with the ground at the rear. A 
service road is provided at the eastern side 
for the receipt of supplies of all kinds, while 
a wide road with entrance and exit from the 
Oxford-road is provided for purposes of 
despatching goods. The building has been 
designed to give as much uninterrupted floor 
space as possible, and the best possible amount 
of daylight without shadows being cast. 
A special plant is installed to provide a regu- 
lar temperature and a regular humidity of 
atmosphere within the building, while careful 
arrangements have been made to provide 
that the paper is properly conditioned before 
being used by the machine, A well boring 
provides a supply of good water of over 12,000 
gallons per hour. The building is constructed 
chiefly of steel, the external walls being of a 
fireclay block and finished with ‘‘ Snowcrete ”’ 
cement, the detail of mouldings, cornices, etc., 
being run on the site. The frontage of the 
building to Oxford-road is 270 ft., the return 
frontage 120 ft., and the building stands well 
back from the road. 

The general. contractors were Messrs. 
McCarthy E. Fitt, of Reading; the steelwork 
engineers, Messrs. A. and J. Main and Co., 
Ltd.; the heating and ventilating engineers, 
the Carrier Engineering Co., Ltd.; the water 
engineers for wells and pumps, Messrs.

The Development of Chingford Mount. 


The illustrations which we reproduce are of 
the first portion of a scheme of development 
for Chingford Mount which has just been com- 
pleted. ‘his portion comprises eight lock-up 
shops with flats above on two floors, together 
with a store and stock-rooms, for the occupa- 
tion of Messrs. F. W. Woolworth and Co., 
Ltd. Varying frontages and heights pre- 
sented some difficulties in elevational treat- 
ment. Light and dark sand-faced hand-made 
bricks with reconstructed Portland stone 
dressings were used in the front and side 
elevations. A concrete road divides the pre- 
mises into two blocks and provides access to 
the rear. The approximate total cost was 
£11,000. 

The general contractors were Messrs. 
Chessums, Ltd., of Tottenham, and_ the fol- 
lowing were among the sub-contractors :— 
Dorman, Long and Co., Ltd., steelwork; W.

The 
individual plan shown is of an architectural 
character in lay-out, with well-proportioned 
rooms, which would make a good setting for 
fine furniture.

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DISCUSSION ON ‘‘ MODEL CLAUSES.” 


Mr. ‘1. Atwyn Lioyp (President) took the 
chair at Caxton Hall, Westminster, on April 
27 at the adjourned discussion on the paper 
read at the last meeting by Mr. Longstreth 
‘thompson on ‘‘ The Model Clauses.”” The 
paper was reported in The Builder of 
March 23. 


Professor Patrick Abercrombie, in opening 
the discussion, said that in attempting to 
combine the variety of clauses together in 
a single set the Ministry of Health had 
rather staggered some of them, and he 
thought it was almost an impossible task. 
Town planners would all appreciate the 
manner in which Mr, Thompson had 
assembled, as far as possible, and collected 
together the central core of the classes 
referring to the schemes dealt with in his 
paper. He (the speaker) would suggest that 
it might be a good thing to try to carry 
simplicity a step further and prepare a set of 
clauses suitable for country planning schemes 
alone. He would suggest some points for 
consideration in dealing generally with 
country planning. Clause 4 _ practically 
assumed that every authority would be 
responsible for a scheme in its own area, but 
that would at once break down in joint 
country planning schemes. He thought that 
‘very country planning responsible authority 
should be a joint one—the County Council 
joined with other bodies—and would like to 
see a clause which would provide for joint 
responsibility. ‘Then, again, he was keen 
on the possibility of splitting up the responsi- 
bility of the scheme into different compart- 
ments suggested by Clause 11, Sub-sections 
a and }, and allowing some parts to be dealt 
with solely by a joint authority and other 
things left within the competence of individual 
authorities to settle. With regard to roads, 
the clauses might be very much simplified for 
country planning schemes. It would be found 
in such schemes that much of the extension 
developments would occur under General 
Development Orders, and there would be ample 
opportunity to arrange for inter-communica- 
tion and continuation of streets and that sort 
of thing. They should leave the temporary 
restricted areas until the occasion came, and 
then settle what the zoning should be. Rural 
zoning was not dealt “with at all by a clause 
in the Model Clauses. They wanted a clause 
which would give them a lowness of density, 
and, at the same time, such freedom of unit 
grouping that the low density could not be 
continued along the roads. He would like 
to see a clause drafted defining a rural zone 
and what the Ministry thought was a suit- 
able density. He thought that tightness of 
control should vary not so much according to 
the use of the land, but according to the 
quality of topography, and there was a 
precedent under the Petroleum (Consolida- 
tion) Act for doing so. Tightness of control 
should be according to the landscape value 
of the areas they were dealing with. Another 
thing he did not like was the suggestion that 
the petroleum by-laws might be assimilated 
and combined with the general scheme, and 
this view was held by the clerks of county 
councils he had spoken to. Generally speak. 
ing, they must all agree that the Model 
Clauses had meant an enormous amount of 
labour and were extraordinarily able and 
effective. They had really a handbook of 
town and country planning for the next 25 
years. 

Mr. F. M. Elgood said that with regard to 
the clauses relating to streets, the most 
important innovation appeared to be that, 
except with the owner’s consent, a_ street 
could only be declared after an authority had 
acquired the site for it. He did not see why 
they should open up this vista of tedious 
negotiations, nor could he see what difficulties 
arose from the practice hitherto followed by 
simply deciaring a street after three months’ 
notice. It might be said that if a council 
had to pay for the site of a street it could 
get it back in betterment, but that was not 
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the point. The authority did not want the 
soil, but only the rights to pass over it. He 
was no advocate of undue elasticity, but he 
rather liked the author’s suggestion that tw 
prevent sterilisation of land for purposes 
which subsequently might prove to be 
inappropriate, periodic reconsideration of the 
zones should be made at the time of review- 
ing the temporary restriction of building 
operations. It might be said that such recon- 
sideration could only be made by a Supple- 
mentary Order, but if it were a provision of 
the scheme, it would make for simplicity. He 
was interested to see that the question of a 
maximum density on any part of a land unit 
was again a subject of discussion. They 
used to consider some limitation absolutely 
essential, and he still thought it desirable. 
The Ruislip-Northwood scheme fixed the limit 
of 20 on any one acre. He fancied the official 
explanation was that it was within the 
power of a council to make land units of any 
size they thought fit when application was 
made to them by an owner. Now that blocks 
of flats and maisonettes were favoured in 
purely suburban areas the calculation of the 
number of building units to be attributed to 
them was a matter of importance. He 
gathered that there were two alternatives. 
One to leave it to the council to decide how 
many units the building was to be reckoned, 
and the other to take it out of the unit 
machinery altogether and regulate it only by 
the space occupied and the height. The 
latter seemed to be recommended by the 
Minister. Both had their advantages, and, 
on the whole, he would be disposed to adopt 
the Minister’s advice for areas where there 
was a definite tendency for such classes of 
building, but only in specified zones. 

Mr. W. O. Humphrey said he spoke with 
25 years’ experience of by-laws, and said they 
knew the Ministry had issued three series of 
by-laws, viz., the rural, semi-rural and urban. 
He considered it essential that one series 
should apply to all districts, because the pro- 
blems in the rural areas were precisely the 
same as they got in urban areas. There 
might be fewer of them, but they were the 
same. There were the same considerations 
with regard to applications in regard to 
industrial developments. If there was to be 
any difference it should be in respect of 
securing greater control over the rural dis- 
tricts, for it was in those areas there would 
be the greatest planning activity in the 
future. 

Mr. E. G. Allen expressed himself in favour 
of special zoning as described by Professor 
Abercrombie. He suggested that after the 
discussions they had had the Institute should 
make definite suggestions to the Minister with 
regard to clauses. He understood that the 
clauses were draft clauses and had -not 
assumed a final form, and so, if there was 
a possibility of amending them, now was 
the time to get to work. 

Mr. O. A. Radley referred to the question 
of appeals, and said he had brought the matter 
before the Leeds and Bradford Joint Town 
Planning Committee at a conference, and a 
resolution had been passed that appeals 
should go to the Ministry of Health and not 
to a summary court of jurisdiction. 

Mr. B. F. Brueton, Mr. R. H. Mattocks 
and Mr. Blackbourn having spoken, the 
President pointed out that a Committee of 
the Institute was considering the Model 
Clauses, and suggestions would be forwarded 
to the Minister. Presumably he would in 
turn refer them to the Advisory Committee 
which was to be set up to deal ‘with all 
problems arising from the new Act. 

Mr. J. J. Clark having added a few words, 
Mr. W. V. Backhouse said a serious matter 
was that of building lines and improved lines 
of roads. He thought the clause would turn 
a number of authorities against getting out 
original schemes. Then, density of flats 
seemed to trouble a lot of people, but he did 
not see why it should. If it was looked at 


from the point of view of density of popula- 
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tion quite a reasonable formula could be 
worked out. 

Mr. A. R. Cotton pointed out that if they 
wanted to get rid of the Court of Summary 
Jurisdiction as the Court of Appeal they 
would have to alter the Act of Parliament. 
Mr. T. H. Johnson also spoke. 

Mr. A. R. Abbot, who replied to the dis- 
cussion in the absence of Mr. Longstreth 
Thompson, said that on the subject of appeal 
the Ministry felt compelled, in view of the 
feeling in Parliament and amongst the public, 
to make the change. Parliament, said the 
Ministry of Health, was an administrative 
body, and it was not right that the same 
body should act both as the administrative 
and judicial body; and there was something 
to be said for that. Before they condemned 
the unfortunate magistrates in a wholesale 
way, they might wait until they had had 
some experience. He did not see how they 
could limit the population to the acre. These 
were Model Clauses put before local authori- 
ties to assist them in the preparation of 
schemes, and he hoped sincerely that no 
authority would simply take them and fill up 
a few blanks and put it forward as a scheme. 
They were merely suggestions and not the 
laws of the Medes and Persians.

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THE NEW SURVEY OF LONDON LIFE’ AND 
LABOUR 


Tue appearance of the final volume of ‘‘ The 
New Survey of London Life and Labour ’’* is 
ample justification for a final reference and 
some recapitulative details of this immense and 
most valuable work. It is hardly necessary to 
say that ‘‘The New Survey of London Life 
and Labour’”’ has been undertaken by the 
London School of Economics under the direc- 
tion of Sir Hubert Llewellyn Smith, G.C.B., 
with an influential consultative committee. 
The first volume of the present series was 
entitled ‘‘ Forty Years of Change,’’ that 
period denoting the time that has elapsed 
since Charles Booth’s Industrial Series, and 
it dealt with the changes which have taken 
place in the material, social and cultural con- 
ditions of the London population since that 
pioneer inquiry was made; and in the second 
volume, published in the autumn of 1931, was 
commenced the survey of London industries, 
which embraced the building, engineering and 
metal industries, furnishing and wood-working 
and clothing trades, boot and shoe-making and 
repairing, dock labour, and domestic ser- 
vice, with a view, not so much to com- 
paring the conditions of thirty or forty years 
ago with those of the present day, as to ascer- 
taining actual conditions and tendencies as 
now existing. That volume contained a 
chapter on the building industry preceded by 
a most informative general introduction which 
well repays study. This is the work of the 
director, who is also responsible for the edit- 
ing and final form of the chapters, which, it is 
explained, are of composite authorship, the 
materials for each survey being compiled by 
one or more special investigators. The 
chapters on the building and engineering in- 
dustries were substantially the work of Mr. 
E. M. Hugh-Jones and Mr. F. F. Turnbull 
respectively. 

The building industry was described as 
closely dependent on man-power, and 
although the innovations brought about by 
machinery and other processes are duly 
noticed, page 46 of Volume II stated that 
machinery is mainly confined in the pre- 
paration of material and has “ by no means 
done away with the need for the skilled 
bricklayer, stonemason, excavator, and car- 
penter.” We may compare this passage 
with two passages taken from Professor 
Haber’s work, “ Industrial Relations in the 
Building Industry” in America, in which 
he states: “There is now an efficient 
machine at a reasonable price for almost 
every operation formerly done by hand ”; 
and ‘The mechanisation of the daily jobs 
on building operations continues at a rapid 
pace. Manual labour is totally eliminated 
on some operations and greatly reduced in 
others. Even in the highly skilled trades, 
such as bricklaying, plastering, and carpen- 
try, mechanical improvements in certain 
operations reduce the amount of actual 
work, totally eliminate hand labour or 
lighten whatever work there is. The car- 
penter is an assembler in many operations 
where twenty or thirty years ago he was a 
skilled worker.” 

In regard to unemployment, it was 
stated that it is impossible to give any re- 
liable estimate for the building industry as 
a whole, but, under ordinary conditions, 
apart from prolonged frosts, the average 
man loses probably about ten per cent. of 
working time in the year through unemploy- 
ment. A really good man may not lose more 
than twelve days, public holidays included, 
but the average employment, taking all cir- 
cumstances and all grades into considera- 
tion and allowing for sickness, would seem 
to be about forty-five weeks per year. But the 
system of seeking work by tendering renders 
the employment of individual firms, and 
thus of the individual worker as well, more 
or less irregular, even if the general level 
of the trade is, as a whole, moving regu-

larly; and this irregularity may be in- 
creased so far as the individual worker is 
concerned by the growing importance of 
general contractors, whose need for differ- 
ent classes of man vary as between one con- 
tract and another. 

Following upon Volume II there have 
appeared at intervals Volume III, IV and V, 
which have dealt more particularly with social 
conditions in London. Volume VI has just 
made its appearance. Included are five maps, 
which are intended to show the local distribu- 
tion, street by street, of economic conditions 
in the Western Survey Area. This latest and 
final volume preserves the high standard set 
up by its predecessors. It continues and com- 
pletes the survey of social conditions in 
London, which survey was begun in Volume 
Ill. Of special interest to readers of The 
Builder are those chapters dealing with the 
London housing problem and the continuous 
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emigration of its population, published as they 
are at a time when public attention is being 
definitely directed to the schemes of local 
authorities for the clearing and reconstruction 
of slum areas and dwellings and the rehousing 
of the displaced tenants, 

All facts stated in the book have been 
carefully sifted by experts before being pub- 
lished and may be accepted as unassailable 
ev:dence. No expense or labour has been 
spared in collecting or in compiling the in- 
formation. The book before us bears little 
scope for anything but appreciation from the 
reviewer, and no opening at all for the critic. 
The objects of its authors are clear and are 
achieved. Many books have been written 
vibrating with the humanitarian aspect of 
these matters, whose authors would have 
found the work of the greatest assistance in 
driving home their suggestions for reform. In 
the future, both for authors and speakers, 
this book will claim the place of genera/ 
reference, always ready with statistics and 
hard facts, on which basis all real reform 
must rest. 


PRICES OF BUILDING MATERIALS 


Tue Inter-Departmental Committee ap- 
pointed to survey the prices of building 
materials has just presented its sixth interim 
report, which relates to light castings. In 
this it is stated that the reports received 
from the Committee’s correspondents in June, 
1933, indicated that there had been a general 
rise in the prices of rainwater and soil goods, 
The matter was taken up with the British Iron 
Founders’ Association, and was referred to in 
the report of the Chairman of the Committee 
for the period up to November last. In 
December last a further general increase in 
the prices of these goods was brought to the 
notice of the Committee, who communicated 
again with the Association, and later invited 
tneir representatives to meet the Committee 
in conference. 


The Committee state that ‘‘ The British 
Iron Founders’ Association, which has super- 
seded the National Light Castings Associa- 
tion, informed us that during the years 1929 
to 1933 severe competition had resulted in con- 
siderable reduction in the prices of light cast- 
ings. As from May 1 last, the trade was 
reorganised, and prices were adjusted in two 
stages. By the first increase, made in May 
last, prices were brought to a level which 
was slightly lower than that of those ruling in 
November, 1929, and the further increase 
made in November last was to complete the 
adjustment of prices tg an economic level. 
The Association further informed us that the 
prices now in operation, on the basis of the 
net return to manufacturers, are less favour- 
able to them than the prices ruling at the 
date of the Committee’s investigation in 1925- 
26, and that, although the cost of production 
had declined since that time, the amount of 
such decrease was more than offset by reduc- 
tions in price. After carefully considering the 
matter, we do not consider that exception can 
be taken to the present prices fixed by the 
Association. 

‘*'We understand that the special housing 
scheme prices referred tc in our fifth interim 
report are not now in force. A provision has, 
however, been made, of a tonnage allowance 
up to 12} per cent., on prices where deliveries 
are taken in large quantities, and this pro- 
vision, we are informed, was specially inserted 
to provide for the case of housing schemes. 
We think it desirable to place on record state- 
ments made to us by the representatives of 
the Association that on the basis of present 
costs, further increases in prices are not anti- 
cipated, and that as manufacturers of light 
castings in this country are in a position to 
produce to a much higher capacity than their 
present output, they believe that, even with 
an augmented housing programme, any 
shortage in supply is not likely to arise. 


** As to baths, the price of which has risen 
during recent months, we received one com- 
plaint of increase, but this did not relate to 
a working-class type of bath. We took up the 


general question of increase in prices with the 
British Bath Manufacturers’ Association and 
invited them to meet us, together with repre- 
sentatives of the International Bath Associa- 
tion. At the conference we were informed 
that the manufacture of baths in this country 
had recently been re-organised, and that an 
ere has been made with Continental 
manuiacturers of baths, whereby not only a 
larger percentage of the home trade has been 
secured to British manufacturers, but that an 
opportunity has been afforded for competition 
on equal terms in the export market. This 
has involved stabilisation of prices and stan- 
dardisation of designs. As a result, the 
greenstone enamelled bath, which has hitherto 
been in common use in houses erected for the 
working classes, will be superseded by a white 
porcelain enamelled bath. We were further 
informed that it is the desire of the Bath 
Manufacturers’ Association to produce for 
working-class housing schemes the cheapest 
and most efficient type of bath possible, and 
that experiments are now being made in this 
direction. 


‘*We are of opinion that while there has 
been some recent increase in the price of 
baths, it is not possible, in view of modifica- 
tions in design, to make an effective com- 
parison with previous prices and, having 
regard to the experiments at present being 
made by the trade, we do not feel in a posi- 
tion at the moment to arrive at a final decision 
on the question of prices. We propose, how- 
eyer, to keep in close touch with the manu- 
facturers. We were assured that no shortage 
in the supply of baths for working-class 
houses in anticipated, as the productive 
capacity of bath manufacturers in this country 
is much greater than their present output.” 


Improvements at the Tower. 


New iron gates are to be erected at the 
entrance to the Tower of London at Tower 
Hill, to take the place of those of wood which 
have been in use for many years. H.M. Office 
of Works also propose to remodel existing 
buildings near the entrance to improve the 
accommodation for visitors. 


A New Essex Church. 


The new church of St. George, Brentwood, 
Essex, consecrated recently by the Bishop of 
Chelmsford, has been built under the John 
Larkin bequest in memory of the Rev. Charles 
Grinstead, a former vicar of Brentwood. The 
church is of modern design, and built of 
brick and reinforced concrete, with an out- 
side pulpit, with crucifix in stone, carved by 
Mr. Lestocq de Castelnau-Bucher. It is cap- 
able of being floodlit at night. The church 
has been built by Messrs. Pitchers, Ltd., to 
the designs of Mr. Laurence’ King, 
A.R.I.B.A., of Messrs. Crowe and Careless, 
AA.R.I.B.A., associated architects.

BUILDER’S ACTION AND _ COUNTER- 
CLAIM BY BUILDING OWNER. 


Mayne v. Macnaghten. 


This was an action brought by Mr. R. W. 
Mayne, a builder, of Beaconsfield, Bucks, to 
recover from the defendant, Miss Violet 
Macnaghten, of Rawling’s Farm, Seer Green, 
Beaconsfield, £1,501, the balance of his 
char, for repairs and improvements at 
Rawling’s Farm. The defendant denied 
liability and counterclaimed for over £1,000, 
the extra cost of completing work left un- 
finished by the plaintiff and for damage to 
valuable furniture, books, and _ pictures 
alleged to be due to the damp condition of 
a shed or store built by the plaintiff for the 
cdlefendant. 

Evidence having been given, 

The Official Referee, in the course of a 
considered judgment, said that the plaintiff, 
besides claiming £1,501, claimed £63 as profit 
on the part of the work which he said he 
was prevented from doing by the alleged re- 
pudiation of the contract by the defendant. 
It was a verbal contract, under which the 
defendant undertook to pay all the costs of 
the work and reward the plaintiff for his 
time and trouble. The plaintiff said that no 
limit to expenditure was imposed, but de- 
fendant said that a limit was fixed. The 
plaintiff, at the start of the work, produced 
plans costing £2,944. The defendant said she 
would not pay more than £2,500. Plaintiff 
denied that any such sum was fixed, but the 
evidence corroborated the defendant’s state- 
ment in every particular. In May, 1932, an 
account was prepared showing that the cost 
of the work up to that time was 
£2,219 13s. 10d. The defendant said that 
the plaintiff then agreed to finish the work 
‘for £1,500. The plaintiff denied such an 
agreement, but he (the Referee) accepted 
‘the defendant’s version and held that there 
was a binding contract to complete for 
£1,500. At a later date the contract was 
repudiated, and he held that the plaintiff 
and not the defendant was responsible for 
the repudiation. As to the counterclaim, the 
defendant had to pay £639 to complete the 
work and she was entitled to that sum and 
various other sums for defective work. After 
deducting £176, a sum owing to the builder 
from the counterclaim, there would be judg- 
ment for the defendant for £455 5s. 4d., with 
costs, with a declaration that she was entitled 
to damages in respect of the shed and 
damaged furniture, to be assessed or agreed 
if desired. The shed was not in accordance 
with the contract, and it was quite unsuited 
for the storage of furniture. 

Judgment was accordingly entered for the 
defendant on the claim with costs, and also 
on her counterclaim for the sum mentioned, 
with costs. 


CHANCERY DIVISION. 
Before Mr. Justice CROSSMAN. 


MANCHESTER ANCIENT LIGHT DISPUTE. 
Manchester Reform Club Building Co., Ltd., 
v. Midland Bank, Ltd. 

In this case the Manchester Reform Club 
Building Co., Ltd., brought the action for 
an injunction to restrain the Midland Bank, 
Ltd., from erecting any building in or near 
King-street, Manchester, so as to cause an 
illegal obstruction to the ancient windows of 
the Reform Club, and, if necessary, a man- 
datory order on the defendant bank to pull 
down so much of the bank’s new building as 
caused a nuisance or obstruction to the light 

and air of the club premises. 

The contention on behalf of the plaintiffs 
was that the bank’s new building would shut 
out a substantial amount of light from the 
club premises which were their property, but 
this was denied by the defendants, who said 
“that the light would not be materially inter- 
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fered with. It was stated during the hearing 
that the Reform Club are yearly tenants of 
the Building Company, which is an ordinary 
company dealing in land and property. It was 
also stated that the site of the Reform Club 
was so valuable that it would shortly have to 
be developed for commercial purposes. The 
club’s rent was £3,000 a year. 


It was stated that the defendants intended 
to carry the new building to a total height 
of 145 ft. 


The defendants, in their statement of de- 
fence, did not admit that the windows of 
the club premises were ancient. They further 
alleged that the light to the club would not 
be materially interfered with by defendant’s 
proposed new building, and they denied that 
the new building would be a nuisance. De- 
fendants further said that if the new build- 
ing did interfere with the light the interfer- 
ence would be small and could be compen- 
sated for adequately by a small payment. 

Sir Herbert Cunliffe, K.C., and Mr. T 
Cunliffe appeared for the plaintiffs, and Mr. 
Gover, K.C., and Mr. C. E. E. Abbott for 
the defendants. 


Mr. John Swarbrick, F.R.I.B.A., was the 
first witness called for the building company. 
He said he was architect to the building 
company and a member of the Reform Club 
as well, and was very familiar with the build- 
ing. The site on which the bank were 
erecting their new building opposite the club 
was formerly occupied by the Caledonian 
Building, which was 55ft. Qin. high. He 
came to the conclusion that the new building 
which it was proposed to erect would be a 
serious infringement of the building com- 
pany’s right to light. 

After the hearing of the plaintiffs’ case 
had lasted some days, a long discussion took 
place between the legal representatives on 
each side and the experts, and in the result 
Sir Herbert Cunliffe announced that it had 
been agreed that the defendants were to pay 
to the plaintiffs a certain sum of their 
claim in the action in satisfaction of such 
claim with costs. The defendants were to be 
entitled to complete the proposed new build- 
ing in accordance with certain plans men- 
tioned in the terms, and there were also 
certain reciprocal rights in respect of the two 
properties (the club premises and the bank’s 
new building) going to certain heights. There 
would be a consent order embodying the 


terms which had been signed by counsel on ~ 


both sides. 


Mr. Gover said he agreed to the terms on 
behalf of the defendants. 


The judge congratulated the parties on 
the settlement arrived at. He said it was a 
very difficult case, in which neither party 
might have benefited if the action had been 
tried out. : 


Cheap Cottages at Faringdon. 

Considerable interest, writes a correspon- 
dent, has been aroused in Berkshire in the 
eighty-two concrete cottages which have this 
spring been completed by the Faringdon 
R.D.C. There are 10 at Ashbury, 8 at Great 
Coxwell, 20 at Faringdon, 4 at Fernham, 8 at 
Hinton Waldrist, 6 at Lechlade, 4 at Long- 
cott, 4 at Shrivenham, 8 at Uffington, 8 at 
Stamford-in-the-Vale, and 2 at Watchfield. 
The scheme is Government-assisted, and all 
the houses have been built by Messrs. Edwin 
H. Bradley & Sons, of Okus Quarries, Swin- 
don, to the design of Mr. John W. Hards, of 
East Challow, at an all-in figure of £272 a 
house. This extremely low price is chiefly 
due to the fact that concrete blocks are used. 
These blocks, manufactured by Messrs. 
Bradley, have a weather-proof face whjch 
provides a pleasing exterior. The houses are 
roofed with concrete tile by the Marley Tile 
Co., Leighton Buzzard, and are fit with 
Crittall steel casement windows. It is 
claimed that the shells of the four houses at 
Longcott were completed in 8} days, and that 
the cost is between £20 and £30 Jess than 
the average brick Council house.

Annual Dinner. 

Mr. Stanley Hamp, F.R.I.B.A. (President), 
occupied the chair at the 12th annual dinner 
of the Berks, Bucks and Oxon Architectural 
Association, held at High Wycombe on April 
19. The guests of honour were Sir Giles 
Gilbert Scott (President of the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects) and Lady Scott. 

Mr. G. Langley Taylor proposed the toast 
of “Local Government,” and said that the 
three counties of Berkshire, Buckinghamshire 
and Oxfordshire were extremely well 
governed. In no other counties in the coun- 
try were the local governing bodies more 
anxious to keep in the forefront of sound and 
economic development and in the good 
management of- their home affairs. _ Com- 
menting on the need for wise planning, he 
spoke of the advisory panels of architects 
formed by the Institute of British Architects 
in conjunction with the Council for the Pre- 
servation of Rural England. These panels 
were composed of expert architects, and he 
urged all local bodies to seek the advice these 
panels were so anxious to give. If the guid- 
ance was more generally followed there might 
be a discontinuance of the erection of un- 
sightly houses and ugly buildings. 

The Mayors of Reading and High Wycombe 
responded. 

The toast of ‘‘ Architecture ’’ was honoured 
on the call of the President of the Berks, 
Bucks and Oxon A.A., who. said that 
their Association represented three of the 
most delightful counties in England, and 
three counties which could boast of scenery 
as beautiful as that of any other county. As 
architects they were anxious to preserve that 
beauty, and were doing their bit towards that 
end in two directions. Firstly, there were 
the panels of architects who were willing to 
criticise and advise upon any designs sub- 
mitted, and, secondly, they were willing to 
help those who had ‘been described as jerry 
builders. In Buckinghamshire the architects 
had prepared designs for houses costing about 
£350, and any builder could have his choice 
of these on payment of the sum of one guinea 
Their fellow architects in some parts criticised 
them for that, saying their action was un- 
dignified, but he could see nothing undignified 
in an action which meant that they were 
offering their experience and ability in the- 
interest of the public. 

Speaking in response, Sir Giles Gilbert 
Scott said the architects had shown them- 
selves willing to do their best for the specula- 
tive builder, but the response from the latter 
had not been as great as one would have 
expected. He doubted if more than five per 
cent. of the speculative building in the coun- 
try was under the control of a qualified 
architect. 

Mr. W. E. Collier, who also replied, said 
as master builders the members of the organi- 
sation of which he was president were anxious 
to do all they could to maintain the high 
traditions of architecture in the country. 
There was much the architects and builders 
could do by co-operation, for by the use of 
best materials and the employment of skilled 
craftsmen the builder could enable the ideals 
of the architect to find their truest expres- 
sion. He did not believe that even ithe 
highest achievements of the past were unsur- 
passable to-day, for he was convinced there 
was still the ability to erect buildings which 
future generations would regard with the 
pride with which they of to-day looked upon 
the architecture of bygone years. Architec- 
ture played a great part in the life of a 
country, and he thought it was important that 
architects should design the houses which 
were to be the homes of the people. Archi- 
tecture had a. considerable influence on 
character, and it was essential that the homes 
of the people should be made homelike and 
attractive, He hoped that the builders would 
always use their best endeavours to co-operate 
with the architects to see that that was made 
possible.

INSTITUTION OF CIVIL ENGINEERS. 

The Status of the Quantity Surveyor. 

The position of the quantity surveyor im 
the building industry and in civil engineering. 
was discussed recently at a meeting of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers (Manchester and 
District Association). Observations by a 
member on the limitations and omissions of 
quantity estimates evoked from Mr. L. W 
Fitchford a defence of the profession of quan- 
tity surveyor. Mr. Fitchford expressed the 
view that the profession was necessary to the 
economical working of the building industry, 
and that it should be recognised more fully 
as a separate profession with a status of its. 
own. The idea seemed to be prevalent—more 
particularly in the North of England—that 
anyone could estimate the quantities of mate- 
rials needed in a building. Many architects 
prepared their own quantities, though they 
were not really qualified to do so. Poor and 
inadequate quantity estimates were against 
the interests of quantity surveyors, builders, 
and clients alike. It was often said that the- 
methods of quantity surveyors in the North 
of England were inferior to those employed 
in the South. He did not accept this opinion. 
The reason for it was, however, not far to- 
seek. In London few architects ever dreamt. 
of taking out their own estimates; this work 
was left entirely to the quantity surveyor, but. 
in the North the work of the quantity sur- 
veyor was comparatively rarely seen and was 
practically swamped by estimates prepared’ 
by or outside the profession. 

r. L, A. Gerrard, speaking as a con- 
tractor, said that the quantity surveyor was 
brought into being to fulfil a definite function, 
and was of use both to the building owner: 
and to the contractor. He himself had a 
definite preference for the work of the 
Southern man; ‘‘ Not so much,’’ he remarked, 
‘* because the Northern surveyor is actually 
less efficient, as because in contracting he 
may hardly be said to exist.’ 

Mr. David Anderson, who was chairman 
of the Institution of Civil Engineers, which 
repared the report on engineering quantities 
issued last year, said that he had no use for 
the specialised quantity surveyor in engineer- 
ing. The estimate of quantities was one of 
the most important parts of the training of 
the young engineer, and was work that the 
engineer should be capable of doing himself.

Pooling of Rents. 

Mr. Jozt asked the Minister of Health if 
he would state the number of councils which, 
at the present time, were considering schemes 
for the equalisation of rents, under which it 
was proposed to pool the subsidies and to see 
that the poorest people got the full benefit 
and the tenants who could afford it paid 
economic rents. 

Srr Hittron Youne said that local authori- 
ties were not required to report action of this 
kind, or their consideration of its possibility, 
to him, but under the existing law a general 
pooling of the subsidies given under two or 
more separate Acts was not permissible. 


Notice of Re-assessment. 

Mr. Lewis asked the Minister of Health 
if he was aware that many ratepayers whose 
assessments had been raised by the rating 
authority got their first intimation of the 
fact when a demand was made for payment 
of rates upon this increased assessment; and 
if he would consider the advisability of intro- 
ducing legislation to require rating authori- 
ties to serve a notice upon the ratepayers 
concerned of their intention to increase the 
assessment of their properties, 

Sir Hitton Youne said that the point 
would weceive consideration in connection 
with any legislation to amend the Rating and 
Valuation Acts. But the requirement to 
serve individual notices in connection with a 
general revaluation was specifically repealed 
by the Act of 1928 on grounds of economy, 
in view of the fact that the principal Act 
contained provisions which enable ratepayers 
to have their assessments reviewed at any 
time, and that any reduction of assessment 
so obtained had retrospective effect. 


Doors from Japan. 

Mr. McEntezz asked the President of the 
Board of Trade whether he was aware that 
oak-panelled doors, packed in cases of six 
doors in each case, were being imported from 
Japan and landed at London docks at a price 
of 48s. per case; and whether he was taking 
any action to prevent the British firms im- 
porting these doors from doing so. 

Dr. Burein, who replied, said that no 
imports of doors consigned from Japan were 
recorded during the first three months of this 
year. There were no statutory powers under 
which imports of such doors could be pro- 
hibited. Any question of an increase in the 
duty payable on doors was a matter for the 
Import Duties Advisory Committee in the 
first instance, and an application for such an 
increase was at present before the Committee. 


Rural Housing. 

Eart Winterton asked the ‘Minister of 
Health if he was aware that the difficulty 
experienced by agricultural labourers and 
manual workers generally in the country dis- 
tricts of obtaining cottages at a rent which 
they could reasonably afford to pay was as 
great as ever in most areas in the Home 
Counties; and whether, in these circum- 
stances, he would circularise local authorities 
suggesting to them that they should provide 
cottages for the teachers, police officers, and 
other persons in their employ who at present, 
in many cases, occupied houses which are 
rent restricted and suitable for the tenancy 
of labourers. 

Mr. SHAKESPEARE said that the Minister 
was not aware that the difficulties referred 
to could be attributed to any appreciable ex- 
tent to a failure to make use of such powers 
as local authorities possessed to provide houses 
for persons in their employment or pay, but, 
if Lord Winterton would supply such evi- 
dence as he had, the Minister would recon- 
sider the matter. 

Sm P. Harris asked the Minister of 
Health how many persons in England and 
Wales displaced by slum-clearance during the 
last twelve months had been rehoused. 

Mr. SHAKESPEARE said that the rehousing 
accommodation provided during the year 
ended March 31, 1934, to replace houses de- 
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molished under the Housing Act, 1930, or 
to abate overcrowding in Improvement Areas, 
was sufficient to accommodate 42,888 persons. 


Historic Houses. 

In the’ House of Lords, Lorp Conway 
called attention to the lack of provisions in 
the Ancient Monuments Acts for the main- 
tenance of houses of historical or artistic im- 
portance. He said that in France the 
chateaux on the Loire were all marvellously 
well preserved at the expense of the State, 
but they remained inhabited. The property 
was allowed to be visited at certain hours by. 
the public, and in return the State preserved 
it. In England a house could only be 
scheduled as a public monument if it were 
a ruin and the roof had ‘been allowed to fall 
in, If it were an ancient and inhabited house 
it could get no assistance from, the State. 
They did not want any more houses kept as 
mere museums in this country ; they had too 
many already. What they wanted were 
houses lived in by generations of one family 
and containing the accumulations of family 
portraits, and so on. It was not the death 
duties on the houses that caused the trouble, 
because the houses were usually treated with 
considerable liberality ‘by the Government. 
It was the death duties on the estate and the 
general impoverishment that were the cause 
of the present position. He raised the ques- 
tion in order to obtain support for the repair 
of the great buildings we possessed. 

Lorp Morristone said that England had 
more beautiful houses and was taking less 
care of them than was the case in any other 
country. Almost everywhere else special 
arrangements were made to relieve historic 
and artistic houses from taxation, rates and 
other burdens, and to induce the owners to 
continue to live in them and maintain them 
intact. He suggested that Lord Crawford’s 
committee should be revived and that his- 
toric houses should tbe treated as were pic- 
tures and exempted from death duties. 

Lorp Munster, Lord-in-Waiting, said that 
the recommendations of the Ancient Monu- 
ments Advisory Committee were not accepted 
by the Government because any attempt by 
the State to exercise a reasonable degree of 
control over inhabited houses was likely to 
arouse considerable opposition on the part of 
the owner. The Commissioner who accepted 
the duties of repair and maintenance must of 
necessity be given large statutory powers. 
The expense involved in any general scheme 
of taking over the responsibility for mainten- 
ance in whole or in part of these historic or 
artistic buildings would be considerable, The 
additional questions of rating, taxation and 
death duties would all have to be taken into 
account. The National Art Committee re- 
jected in 1931 the claim that land and build- 
ings of national importance should be exempt 
from death duties so long as they remained 
in private ownership. He was sure that the 
Government and the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer did not feel inclined to alter their 
position on that point. He regretted that the 
public purse would not allow the relief sug- 
gested. 


Rating and Valuation Assessments. 

Mr. Hicxs asked the Minister of Health if 
he was aware that certain local authorities 
are contending that under Section 4 (2) of the 
Rating and Valuation Act, 1928, it was not 
necessary for the rating authority to give 
notice of a proposal to amend the valuation 
list, and that the rateable value of property 
was being increased without owners being 
aware of the proposal to amend the valuation 
list or their right of appeal under the Act; 
and whether, in such circumstances, the 
Government was prepared to bring in an 
amending Bill to require local authorities to 
give proper notice of intention to amend the 
valuation list and of any amendment thereto, 
and advising owners of their right of appeal 
under the Act. 

Sm Hutton Young said that the statutory 
provision to which the hon. member referred 
related to prevemave for reduction and not for 
increase of assessments, and he did not con- 
sider that it called for amendment.

Barium Rock: Sources of Supply. 

Sm,—Can you tell me the names of any 
districts or quarries where natural barium 
rock occurs (either as a sulphate or carbon- 
ate)? I believe it is known as heavy spar 
in some localities and is used for ornamental 
rockeries. About 16 cubic yards of the rock 
are wanted in the present instance, crushed 
and riddled to assorted gradings from 3 in. 
to coarse sand for use in concrete. I am 
informed that it occurs in Derbyshire, 
Shropshire, Durham, and Somersetshire. If 
any of your readers could help me to obtain 
a sample I should be greatly obliged.

Lacking the skilled craftsman, and having 
improved communication to-day, it is no 
longer a commercial proposition, though 
some attempt to revise both it and the terre 
pisé methods were made immediately after 
the War, when demand for building 
materials far exceeded the supply. Given 
adequate surface protection, the cob wall 
will last centuries, Craft.

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MATERIALS AND CONSTRUCTION IN THE LIGHT OF 
MODERN RESEARCH—XVII

DurineG recent years the concrete pipe and 
the spun iron pipe have been used increas- 
ingly. They have not entirely displaced the 
stone-ware pipe and the cast-iron pipe, which 
have many advantages in their favour yet. 


Stoneware Pipes. 

B.S.S. (No. 65-1914) for salt glazed ware 
pipes is the standard of a really good article, 
and one still uses these pipes with more con- 
fidence than their newer rival, the concrete 

ipe. ‘The sizes covered by the B.8.S. are 
Som 6 in. diameter to 36-in. diameter, the 
lengths being 2 ft. for 4 in. and 6 in., 2 ft. 
and 2 ft. 6in. for 7in. to 10in., and 2 ft., 
2 ft. 6 in. and 3 ft. for sizes of 12 in. to 
36 in. For this latter group pipes 3 ft. long 
are in favour. 

The glazing is done by volatising common 
salt during burning, and this for the exposed 
surfaces of the pipe which ore after the 
jointing is done. The hydraulic test is 20 lb. 
per sq. in. at works. 2 oe 

Two grades are given, the first being British 
Standard pipes. If instructions are given by 
the person ordering them, 5 per cent. are to 
be tested, and at least four-fifths of such per- 
centage must stand the test. The other grade 
is British Standard tested pipes. All these 
pipes are tested and marked. A new marking 
was determined during 1931, which is thus

for thicknesses over 3 in., and not more than 
1 in., 6 per cent.; over 1 in. and not more 
than 1} in., 8 per cent.; over 1$ in., 10 per 
cent. These can be borne in mind for other 
classes of stoneware. Stoneware pipes have 
played a great part in the advancement of 
sanitation for many decades, and they are still 
safer for trade wastes than several other 
kinds. Stoneware pipes surrounded with 
concrete are often preferable to cast-iron 
pipes where they are obliged to pass under 
the floors of buildings, for they are not 
liable to corrosion. Pipes known as “ best ”’ 
are not covered by the B.S.S. categories, and 
are usually inferior to B.S.S. pipes. 
‘* Seconds”? pipes should have black bands 
painted on. They are defective pipes, and 
are not suitable for soil drains, although per- 
missible for surface-water drains. It is stated 
that pipes of this class are now sold as 
‘Unbranded Seconds,’’ the black band not 
being painted on. 

Concrete pipes have improved immensely 
during the past decade, and the writer has 
used numbers of them in sizes from 15 in. to 
54 in. Where they are surrounded with con- 
crete, he is inclined to coat the pipes ex- 
ternally with cold bituminous emulsion. This 
forms a protection from external soil waters; 
but more than that, it allows the surrounding 
concrete to contract without transferring the 
shrinkage stresses to the better-made con- 
crete of the pipes, and breaking them. They 
are a great deal cheaper than stoneware pipes. 
There are two classes of joints, namely, the 
socket joint and the ogee joint. The former 
is the better, but with a concrete surround 
the latter is quite serviceable. We may hope 
to see a B.S.S. for these pipes later. A draft 
B.S.S. is already available. 

A failure with concrete pipes is reported 
from Sweden, due to water percolating in- 
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wards through the wall of the pipe, and 
extracting lime from the cement. Pure water 
is the worst, and the necessity for imper- 
meability is emphasised. The use of concrete 
pipes for trade wastes requires much con- 
sideration, and caution is recommended. It 
is felt in one quarter that concrete pipes, 
after proper curing, could be further improved 
by dipping them into a bituminous emulsion, 
and later dipping them into hot bitumen. In 
another quarter it is stated that concrete 
pipes are waterproofed by dipping them into 
a mixture of raw coal tar and _ asphalt 
(bitumen), from which all volatile substances 
and organic acids have been removed by 
boiling the mixture for two hours. 


Cast-iron Pipes. 

Cast-iron pipes are manufactured chiefly in 
three ways, namely, vertical cast, horizontal 
cast, and diagonal or inclined cast, The first- 
named is the best method. A very useful 
B,8.8. is that for cast-iron pipes and special 
castings for water, gas and sewage (No. 
78-1917). There are four classes, namely, 
A., B., C. and D. Class A is for gas, and is 
not recommended for water. he other 
classes are for water and sewage. They are 
all tested to the following heads of pressure : 
A, 200 ft.; B, 400 ft.; C, 600 ft.; and D, 
800 ft. Special castings, such as bends. and 
tees, are obtainable in the same way. 

Manufacturers are allowed to mark them 
with the British Engineering Standards Asso- 
ciation mark on ‘being licensed by the 
Association. The name of the manufacturer 
and the class letter is to be marked, and also 
the year of manufacture. Special castings 
hhave marks as to angle of bends cast on, and 
these are tested only if the engineer requires 
them to be tested. Other than for gas, pipes 
are to be coated inside and outside with 
Angus-Smith solution while hot. Gas pipes 
on outside only. Weight of pipes is to be 
marked thereon, but for pipes 5 in. and 
under weights are for batches of 15 cwt. or 
thereabouts. When pipes are not inspected 
by the purchasers, the manufacturers can be 
asked to certify that they are to B.S.S. 
Standard. 

The scraping of mains has also seen a good 
deal of progress. Unless given a protective 
coat, such as bitumen, and this immediately 
after scraping, the mains are said to corrode 
faster after scraping than before. It is said 
that chlorinated water will gradually clean 
the pipes, and with a certain chlorinating 
plant there is evidence to indicate that this 
appears to be correct. In one case of non-use 
of a cast-iron main for fire hydrants, it proved 
that in the occurrence of a fire that corrosion 
had choked the pipes. For such cases in- 
hibitors can be used which will dissolve rust 
and lime scale. Cast-iron pipes have been in 
use at Philadelphia since 1817. 

Spun iron | gee have been used for about 
12 years, and it may be early to express an 
opinion of them. They are lighter, cheaper, 
and obtainable in classes like those of cast- 
iron pipes. There are two types of spun 
pipes, those spun in water-cooled metal 
jackets and those spun in sand moulds. The 
main fault with spun pipes in the past is 
improper annealing, with the result that the 
metal is hard and brittle. This makes tap- 
ping for services difficult. The metal is of 
a denser texture than that of other cast- 
iron pipes, and a connection made recently in 
mains laid about six years ago indicates less 
liability to corrosion. They are thinner and 
more brittle than ordinary cast-iron pipes, 
and for crossing streams or such exposed 
positions it may be advisable to use ordinary 
cast-iron pipes, Class C. These should be 
stronger to take shock of boulders or other 
disturbance. 

The use of a flexible type of joint is gaining 
favour. Such joints can be used without 
molten lead or lead wool; they are rapid in 
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execution, and they can be made in’ water. 
The range of turn at the joint is another ad- 
vantage. Run lead joints and lead wool. joints 
have their respective adherents, but both 
have their individual advantages. Properly 
run lead joints, strongly caulked, are reliable, 
and lead wool joints are useful in water. 
Concrete-lined iron pipes are used, the cement 
concrete being a protection against corrosion. 
A good place to try them would be on trunk 
mains with outlets into reservoirs. If the 
lining did then scale, such scale would empty 
into the reservoir without the disadvantage 
which might occur if such scale found its way 
into smal] distributing pipes. In one case of 
cement pipe linings, claimed to be 40. to 60 
years old, it was found that the lime in fhe 
cement had been gradually replaced by iron 
hydroxide without disintegration of the lining 
or impairing the protective function. Cement 
linings (and concrete pipes) are found to be 
effective for sulphate and salt waters, but 
water with high carbon dioxide content has a 
solvent action on both iron and calcium salts. 
Bitumen-lined iron pipes are also used for 
the sake of preventing corrosion, but a case 
is reported where slime adhered to the 
bitumen and a special kind of cleaner had to 
be made in order to remove it. 


Asbestos Cement Pipes. 

Asbestos cement pipes are claimed to resist 
corrosion, and it is said that with their use 
there is absence of contamination of water. 
They are light and easy to handle, and with 
a special form of coupling joint they are 
jointed with much facility. 

B.S.S. 486-1933 is an issue for asbestos 
cement pipes. Classes A, B, C, and D are 
to be tested to heads of pressures which are 
respectively in feet head, 200, 400, 600 and 
800. The working pressures should not 
exceed one-half of the respective test pres- 
sures. The composition, manufacture, classifi- 
cation, dimensions, permissible. variations are 
given, as well as tests for straightness, 
regularity of thickness, diameter, passage of 
ball or plug, bursting and hydraulicity. 
Particulars as to collars, saddles, flanges, etc., 
in cast-iron or malleable cast-iron are given. 
Bolts and nuts, coatings of castings and bolts 
(bituminous or galvanised), and rubber rings 
are dealt with. It is stated that ‘‘ when 
tests are not required to be made in the 
presence of the purchaser or his representa- 
tive, the manufacturer shall, upon request, 
furnish the purchaser or his representative 
with a certificate that the pipes and acces- 
sories comply with this specification.’’ 

Asbestos pipes are ‘becoming increasingly 
popular for vent and soil purposes for drains. 
Jointing with neat cement leads to trouble, 
and a yielding mastic is better. 


Steel Pipes. 

For temporary mains these are very service- 
able, and it fell to the writer’s lot to be 
associated with the laying of many miles of 
4 in. mains in France on the Vimy Ridge 
sector. Steel pipes have the great advantage 
over cast-iron pipes in elasticity, which is 
important where subsidence, inundations and 
vibrations occur. Steel mains are more liable 
to small perforations than cast-iron mains, and 
are more liable to hidden leaks than cast-iron. 
For large steel mains lap welding is of service. 
A 54 in. main made in this way was welded 
inside and out, the laps being 1} in. 

Corrosion of mains is largely and primarily 
caused by acidity of water, dissolved iron, 
iron bacteria and dissolved oxygen. Acid 
soils are corrosive, although a well drained 
acid soil is not always so. In the case of a 
main laid in a calcareous glacial drift which 
was impervious to water, the corrosion was 
very marked. A cast-iron main in a certain 
district is suffering great corrosion where it 
passes a high explosive works. Soil alkalis 
are usually corrosive, also chlorides and 
sulphates, while sulphides are potentially 
dangerous. Limestone, on the contrary, is an 
inhibitor in the presence of corrosives. 

As about 70 per cent, of the invested capital 
of gas and water authorities is in mains, the 
subject of corrosion of mains is of the utmost 
importance. Where pipes are laid in a cor- 
rosive soil, extra measures should be taken 
to protect them. 
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BUILDING 


SECOND ANNUAL MEETING. 

‘He second annual meeting of the Building 
Industries National Council was held on 
‘Thursday, April 26, at the Royal Institute 
of British Architects, the chair being taken 
by Sir Raymond Unwin, President. 

The General Purposes Committee reported 
that progress had been made towards the in- 
stitution of organised and progressive stan- 
dardisation within the industry, in connection 
with which it was hoped that special arrange- 
ments to that end would be made with the 
British Standards Institution. 

The question of the mitigation of booms and 
slumps in the building trades was continuing 
to receive careful attention. Such questions 
as the assessment and rating of buildings, in- 
ferfor quality of building work and delays in 
the approval by local authorities of building 
schemes, were also receiving the attention of 
the Committee. 

Report of Advisory Committee on Building 
Acts and By-laws.—This Committee is dealing 
with the important matter of the law relating 
to ‘building as covered by public health 
enactments as well as general building Acts 
and local by-laws, with a view to obtaining 
greater simplification and uniformity and the 
removal of many anomalies. 

‘The Drainage and Sanitation by-laws of the 
London County Council are under examina- 
tion by the Sanitation, Plumbing and Water 
Installation Panel of this Committee, as are 
also similar by-laws of the larger county 
boroughs. The proposed new by-laws of the 
Metropolitan Water Board and of the Cor- 
poration of the City of London have also re- 
ceived detailed attention. 


‘he Code of Safety for the installation of 
lifts and escalators in buildings, drawn up 
‘by the Lifts and Escalators Installation Panel, 
will be published within the next few weeks. 
This code will be the first of its kind to be 
applied in England, and should render par- 
ticular service to all interested in the installa- 
tion of lifts. ‘The report will have received 
the attention and approval of various Govern- 
ment Departments concerned. 


‘I'he membersffip of the Fire Prevention 
Panel has been extended to deal with the 
problems connected with the fire-grading of 
buildings, building materials and elements of 
construction, raised by the report of the 
Advisory Committee on the Amendment of 
the London Building Act, 1930, presented to 
the London County Council in February last. 
The Council will consider very carefully the 
proposals set out in this report 


The Building Acts Panel has dealt with a 
group of problems arising out of the regula- 
tion of building in those parts of the country 
where the by-law system is in force and where 
the Minister of Health has in consequence cer- 
tain duties and powers relating to the statu- 
tory control of building. 


In order to draw adequate attention to de- 
sired reforms in the general law of building, 
a memorandum was addressed to Lord 
Addington’s Committee which is now sitting 
at the Ministry of Health to make recommen- 
dations on the consolidation of the Public 
Health Acts. 


The Building Acts Panel is also preparing 
for publication a pamphlet containing infor- 
mation on building by-laws and regulations 
which will be of considerable service to 
builders and architects. 


Report of the Technical Committee of Re- 
view.—'he ‘I'echnical Committee of Review 
has had the difficult task of dealing with the 
quéstion of standardisation and rating assess- 
ments of buildings. Both these subjects will 
recefve a considerable amount of detailed in 
vestigation during the coming year. 

Report of Special Committee for Public 
Relations.—The Special Committee has con- 
tinued its campaign of educational propa- 
ganda with a view to expanding the trade and 
employment of the industry on the same 
broad lines as formerly: By general Press 
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publicity in support of all desirable building 
and public works activities, by the controvert- 
ing of mis-statements on the part of official 
or private bodies or individuals, by the col- 
jection and dissemination of information 
likely to increase public interest in the indus- 
try or to refute statements harmful to its 
interests, by the maintenance of smooth re- 
lationships with all public and other bodies, 


‘by efforts to improve the status of the indus- 


try, by action in all cases where building or 
constructional projects have been unwarrant- 
ably hindered or postponed, and generally by 
the stimulation and maintenance of remunera- 
tive building and public works activity. 

‘he Committee has recently been concerned 
with the general problem of industrial fluc- 
tuations as experienced in the building indus- 
try and practicable means of avoiding them. 
1t was pointed out that the resources of the 
Committee might with the greatest benefit to 
the industry be turned to a permanent con 
sideration of this problem, accompanied by 
action to stimulate building and public works 
in times of depression and to regulate and 
stabilise them in times of excessive and un- 
organised expansion. 

‘The President, at the termination of the 
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tormal business of the meeting, stated that 
he thought the Council had reason to be proud 
ot its first full year’s work on behalf of the 
building industry. It was inevitable that a 
Council sucn as this should have a somewhat 
difficult time in the initial stages, but if the 
work of the Council in its first full year could 
be taken as an indication of its future, he 
thought the industry as a whole would regard 
fts efforts as justified in every way. 

Jt was not the intention of the Council to 
do anything but work for the greater effi- 
ciency and usefulness of the building indus- 
try, in the interests both of those directly 
dependent upon it and of the public at large. 
it must never be forgotten by the supporters 
of the Council that the building industry is 
probably the widest medium for the weekly 
circulation of money in the form of wages it 
distributes, and as such is a very important 
factor in fhe general. economic make-up and 
industrial life of the country. 

The general trend of modern economic 
organisation, the speaker concluded, rendered 
absolutely essential the continuance of a 
widely representative Council= such as this, 
charged, by the second largest industry of 
fife country, with the duty of investigation 
and guidance with respect to all questions of 
common interest and concern. 


PILE-DRIVING RESEARCH 


THe investigation into the behaviour of 
reinforced concrete piles now being carried 
out at the Building Research Station with 
the collaboration of the Federation of Civil 
Engineering Contractors was initiated as a 
direct result of troubles experienced while 
driving piles through a hard stratum to a 
set in firm ground below. It had been found 
difficult to construct pre-cast piles of sufficient 
strength to resist destruction during the hard 
driving necessary to penetrate the hard 
stratum, and failures were found to occur, 
not only above but below ground. The 
failures below ground were sometimes difficult 
to detect, and it is by no means certain that 
all damaged piles were subsequently removed. 


It was felt by the engineers and con- 
tractors who had experienced these troubles 
that it was very desirable that some method 
should be evolved of estimating the amount 
of driving that a pile would stand without 
damage. This was the major problem as pre- 
sented to the Building Research Station. It 
was stated additionally that it was desirable, 
also, to be able to make a proper estimation 
of the safe bearing capacities of piles. This 
problem, although of great practical import- 
ance, was, however, to be regarded as 
secondary. Obviously the problems are not 
easy of solution, but the troubles were re- 
garded as sufficiently acute to make an in- 
vestigation well worth while. 


The investigation at the Building Research 
Station commenced with a mathematical 
analysis.* The analysis was based on 
the theory of wave transmission in long 
rods, and depended on certain assump- 
tions for conditions at the head and 
foot of the pile. From this analysis it 
was possible to estimate the stresses developed 
under various conditions of driving, including, 
amongst other things, the effects of hammer- 
weight, drop, helmet-packing and set. 


The stresses calculated were shown to de- 
end closely on the foot and head conditions, 
oth of which are extremely difficult to evalu- 

ate mathematically. Moreover, no experi- 
mental or theoretical knowledge existed as to 
the degree of damage to the material of a pile 
caused by stresses of the expected magnitude 
exerted for such short durations. It therefore 
became clear that the investigations would 
need to proceed simultaneously in two direc- 
tions. On the one hand, a measurement had to 
be obtained of the strains produced in a pile 
during driving, whereby to verify or correct 
the mathematical analysis and to obtain esti- 
mates of the end conditions. On the other, an 
attempt had to be made to relate the stresses

produced with the resistance of the pile to 
destruction. 
Measurement of Strains. 

To measure the strains produced by the 
blow from the hammer it was necessary to 
develop a strain gauge capableof measuring 

» fluctuating strains with a total duration of 
the order of 1/100th of a second. The only 
satisfactory method available was one em- 
ploying the piezo-electric property of quartz, 
and a special instrument was constructed to 
utilise this property. A short description of 
the instrument appears in the Building Re- 
search Board Annual Report, 1932, and is 
more fully described by Mr. G. Grime, M.Sc., 
of the Building Research Station in the Pro- 
ceedings of the Physical Society, Vol. XLVI, 
Pt. 2, No. 253. The instrument, which is em- 
bedded in the pile during manufacture, has 
proved extremely satisfactory in use, and has 
enabled accurate records of both tensile and 
compressive stresses to be obtained at any 
desired point in the length of the pile. 

Having developed a satisfactory instrument, 
it was next necessary to proceed to take re- 
cords of the strains in piles of sufficient length 
to develop the stress waves. For this pur- 
pose the British Steel Piling Co. kindly loaned 
@ 20 ft. frame, together with three monkeys 
ranging in weight from 500 to 2,000 lb. With 
this it was possible to experiment on piles 15 
ft. long and with a 7 in. square cross section. 


Method of Testing. 

The verification of the mathematical 
analysis entailed the standardisation of the 
end conditions in as simple a form as pos- 
sible. The condition selected was that of a 
pile of uniform cross-section throughout, 
t.e., with a flat toe. A special pit was con- 
structed and the pile was placed in a lead 
shoe on a heavy cast-iron block (for descrip- 
tion see Building Research Board Annual 
Report, 1932). The piles were specially 
banded with steel to prevent local failure at 
points other than that under observation. 
During driving, various foot and head con- 
ditions were tried. At the foot the condi- 
tions ranged from complete clamping down 
to simply resting on various numbers of felt 
pads (jin. thick). In the head, a range of 
packings, including sacking, wood and 
various numbers of felt pads were used. 

It was found that the general form of the 
strain-time curves obtained were in agree- 
ment with the mathematical conception, and 
that the total energy as obtained by integra- 
tion agreed within 10 per cent. with the 
energy of the hammer. It was not found, 
however, that the end packing conditions 
were such as to lend themselves to direct 
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mathematical analysis without further inves- 
tigation of the stress-strain relations for the 
packings. Although from theiy nature the 
packing materials are subject to continual 
change during driving and within each class 
are found to vary greatly, the stress-strain 
tests have yielded useful results which will 
enable approximate estimates of stress to be 
made for the various conditions of driving 
met with in practice. It*is hoped, ultimately, 
to reduce the work entailed to the simple 
reading of a chart. 


Measurement of Strains. 

After completion of the work in the pit. 
tests were made driving piles into the stiff 
clay adjoining. Very satisfactory results 
were obtained, showing reasonable agree- 
ment with the values deduced theoretically. 
The final stage in this work is the measure- 
ment of the strains produced in full-scale 
one during driving on typically difficult 

ilding sites. Arrangements have been 
made for this work, and it is proposed to 
test each pile with five gauges placed at 
various points in its length. 

The attempt to relate the stresses produced 
with the resistance of the pile to destruction 
has involved— timge to. destruction of 
several series of 15 ft. piles, using in all cases 
the cast-iron block in the pit as a resistance. 
To simulate various conditions of set the 
packing under the toe has been suitably 
chosen. Clearly it was practically impossible 
to standardise actual ground conditions, and 
the admittedly artificial conditions adopted 
(described in the 1932 Annual Report already 
referred to) were selected as a simple and 
inexpensive means of obtaining results com- 
parable with those of certain conditions of 
hard driving. The stresses producing destruc- 
tion were predetermined on separate piles 
both in magnitude and duration. Since the 
test is made without side restraint and fric- 
tion, it may be regarded as the extreme case, 
seldom realised in practice. Nevertheless, in 
many cases, e.g., when driving through soft 
ground to a hard stratum beneath, the condi- 
tions are very nearly realised, and on at least 
one important contract they have been repro- 
dused closely by the occurrence of a bed of 
hard material within the first 6ft. of driving. 


Point of Failure. 

Under these conditions it has been found 
that failure, including the first signs of 
failure, occurs at repeated stresses never less 
than 50 per cent. of the compressive strength 
as measured by an ordinary cube test. It 
appears, therefore, that if driving conditions 
in practice are such that stresses less than 
50 per cent. of the cube strength are pro- 
duced, failure is unlikely to occur. To sim- 
plify the testing a small-scale impact testing 
machine has been designed to give stresses 
which by means of suitable end packing can 
be varied in magnitude and duration within 
the limits likely to be experienced in piles 
during driving. The stresses are predeter- 
mined in specimens similar to those tested to 
destruction by means of piezo-electric gauges. 
Preliminary tests have shown a_ reasonable 
agreement between the results in small speci- 
mens and in 15 ft. piles, and it is intended 
to explore fully the effect of the various 
factors affecting concrete quality. It would, 
of course, be quite impossible to do this in 
15 ft. piles, because of the great expense and 
time required. 

During the course of the work many inci- 
dental tests and subsidiary lines have been 
followed. These have not been described 
here. An account of some of them will be 
found in the Building Research Board An- 
nual Reports.. With so complex a problem it 
is clearly impossible in the space available to 
describe in detail either the practical conelu- 
sions arrived at or their experimental justi- 
fication. These will be published in due 


course in the form of a Report. Meanwhile, 
the above notes are intended to provide for 
those interested in the problem a summary 
of the lines along which the investigation is 
being pursued, 
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REGISTRATION OF LOCAL 
LAND. CHARGES 


Tue rules made under the Land Charges Act, 
1925, and the Law of Property (Amending) 
Act, 1926, contained in the Order of 1927, 
have been revoked by an Order made on March 
22, and a new set of rules has been issued, 
containing amendments made necessary by the 
Town and Country Planning Act, 1932, and 
incorporating the Local Land Charges (Ancient 
ne Rules, 1931. In a memorandum 
issued in relation to these rules it is explained 
that the new rules will not materially affect 
the general form of the register, and the 
attention of local authorities is drawn to the 
alterations rendered necessary by the Town 
and Country Planning Act. 

By Rule 8, where a scheme is not in opera- 
tion, the entry in Part III. of the register 
must contain (in addition to the documents 
and particulars required to be entered under 
the revoked Rule 6), a copy of any order or 
declaration under Section 17 of the Act, and 
notice of the place where inspection can be 
made of particulars of any decisions of the 
interim. development ‘authority, or of the 
Minister of Health on appeal given after 
May 7, 1934 

Under Rule 9, where a scheme is in opera- 
tion, Part III. of the register must include, in 
addition to the scheme (including a varying 
or supplementary scheme, which, as defined 
in Rule 2, includes schemes approved by the 
Minister under any repealed Acts), a certified 
copy of any supplementary Order or general 
development Order in operation. (See as to 
variations by the local registrar Rule 13 (4)), 
and of any Order or declaration under Section 
17 of the. Act relating to the land in the area 
of the scheme. Rule 11 contains provisions 
relating to the periods within which a charge 
must be entered in the register to take effect 
at the date when the charges arose by reason 
of priority notices under Section 4 of the Law 
of Property (Amendment) Act, 1926. In the 
case of a scheme or supplementary Order, the 
registration must take place within fourteen 
days from the date when the scheme or Order 
comes into operation, and in the case of other 
planning charges which arose, on the approval 
of the Minister being given—e.g., a resolution 
to prepare or adopt a scheme, or an Order 
under Section 17 of the Act—within fourteen 
days of the date of the Minister’s authority or 
approval. 

It is pointed out in the memorandum that, 
where a resolution to prepare or adopt a 
scheme requires the approval of the Minister, 
the resolution is not a charge until it takes 
effect, namely, on its approval by the Minister. 
It is, however, open toa wae authority on 
passing a resolution to enter a priority notice 
of the contemplated charge, or if the resolu- 
tion extends to land outside their area, to give 
a priority notice to the local registrar of the 
district in which the land is situated. Under 
Rule 15, which relates to searches, a minor 
alteration 1s made which appears to be of 
general application, as plans must be fur- 
nished in duplicate if the applicant requires 
a copy of the plan to be returned with the 
certificate of search. 

In the first schedule, the form for requisition 
of an official search has been amended so that 
search may be required to a date specified by 
the applicant, and in the Second Schedule, to 
meet representations that have been made, an 
alteration has been made in the fees of more 
parcels of land involved in the _ search 
by fixing a maximum of fourteen shillings 
where there is a personal search, and to a 
guinea where there is an official search.

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OVERCROWDING _§ IN 
“SHARED ” HOMES 


SpeakinG at the dinner of the Metropolitan 
Boroughs Standing Joint Committee at the 
Park-lane Hotel last week, Sir E. Hilton 
Young, Minister of Health, said that he was 
closely occupied in working out, in consulta- 
tion with local authorities, the Government’s 
proposals for dealing with overcrowding. In 
London, one of the worst aspects of the 
problem was the overcrowding in middle-class 
houses which had been converted into 
working-class accommodation and were used 
for lodgings or shared between several 
families. A root and branch cure for this evil 
could only be found by the provision of addi- 
tional accommodation, and action for that 
purpose would be undertaken. But none the 
less, the borough councils should see that the 
conversion of middle-class houses into work- 
ing-class accommodation was accompanied by 
proper precautions. Under existing by-laws, 
houses let in lodgings or occupied by members 
of more than one family, ought to be registered. 
On the basis of the Census there should be 
something like 130,000 houses which should be 
registered and subjected to the by-laws of the 
London County Council. In fact, the borough 
registers showed no more than about 21,000. 
Under the circumstances, it did not appear 
that the borough councils were doing all that 
could be done to control those bad housing 
conditions in so far as they were covered by 
the by-laws, or that they were using the by- 
laws as they ought to be used to prevent the 
deterioration of otherwise good existing 
property. 

A permanent remedy for the evil of over- 
crowding must depend in the long run upon 
the active and energetic enforcement of the 
by-laws. It was most desirable that a better 
standard of the application of existing by- 
laws as regards these ‘‘shared’’ houses 
should be obtained before the time came when 
there would have to be a big extension of the 
application of by-laws against overcrowding 
in general. 

As regards the slum clearance campaign, 
the biggest responsibility in London rested, 
of course, with the County Council, but it was 
most essential that the borough councils 
should actively co-operate with the County 
Council. There were some boroughs in which 
they would all be glad to see a greater spirit 
of energy, both in the ascertainment of slums 
and in pressing on with the necessary steps 
for their clearance, 


OUT OF DATE SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


We are informed that a national survey of 
school building plans for 1934 has just been 
completed by the National Federation of 
Building Trades Operatives. Inqviries made 
in 160 towns throughout England, Scotland 
and Wales reveal that although large sums of 
money are to be spent on houses, cinemas, 
and other buildings, only £1,012,494 worth 
of work is scheduled for school buildings. At 
present, about £746,326 worth of school build- 
ing work is in progress, and accordingly the 
total of work projected and in progress 
amounts to only £1,758,820. Mr. Richard 
Coppock, general secretary of the Federation, 
in an interview, described these figures as 
‘alarmingly low.’”’ ‘‘ A sum of at least 
£10,000,000 a year needs to be spent on re- 
building and remodelling schools,’’ he said. 
‘* The work projected is only about a tenth of 
what is actually required. There are scores of 
schools up and down the country which are 
unhygienic and lack suitable accommodation. 
The classrooms are overcrowded and badly 
ventilated; old-fashioned systems of lighting 
and heating are still being used.”

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CONTRACT FOR THE 
SUPPLY OF BUILDING 
MATERIALS 


' A QuEsTION of interest to those contracting 
for the sale of building materials was raised 
in the recent case, Mingers v. Somerset 
Trading Co., Ltd. (The Times, April 24). 
The plaintiffs had entered into a contract to 
roof 1,000 houses on housing estates near 
London, and they had applied to the defen- 
dants with reference to supplying tiles, of 
which they were the sole manufacturers. The 
defendants gave a quotation dated February 
11, naming a price, the tiles to be taken by 
the plaintiff ‘ex stock as required.’”” Two 
‘letters passed between the parties dated re- 
spectively February 13 and 14, which the 
plaintiffs contended constituted the contract 
to supply sufficient tiles to roof the houses, 
the plaintiffs to take delivery at the defen- 
dants’ works, and that they should take the 
whole quantity by December 31, 1933. The 
terms of these letters are not given in the 
report, but one of the points raised by the 
parties was whether or not the quotation 
containing the words “‘ to be taken ex stock” 
were to be considered part of the contract. 
The plaintiffs contended they were to be 
considered part of the contract, but the de- 
fendants contended that was not the case, 
but that even if it were so, the intention of 
the contract was that deliveries were to be 
made on the defendant’s output by reasonable 
instalments spread over the whole period of 
the contract. It appears that up to about 
June 28 the plaintiff had taken very small 
quantities, and that after that time they had 
pressed for what the defendants considered 
excessive deliveries in July and August. On 
September 1, the defendants had refused to 
supply any more tiles, and the plaintiffs had 
treated this as a repudiation of the contract 
and brought.this action for damages. 

The Court construed the contract as one 
for the delivery of about 900,000 tiles to be 
taken in the period February to December 31, 
the deliveries not to be in equal monthly 
instalments, but reasonably spread over the 
whole period. It was held that the plaintiffs 
during the earlier part of the period were not 
in a position to take reasonable quantities, 
and that to that extent they were in default, 
but that in July and August the defendants 
were largely in default, and as in fact at that 
time they were supplying other customers 
instead of the plaintiffs, and had thereby 
shown their intention not to perform the con- 
tract for the future, the plaintiffs were justi- 
fied in repudiating the contract and bringing 
this action. 

In the result, the Court awarded the plain- 
tiffs £600 damages with costs on their claim, 
but on the defendants’ counterclaim, which 
was for the price of the tiles actually de- 
livered, awarded them £839 odd with costs. 

The case would be of more service to those 
entering into such contracts if it could be 
ascertained from the report whether, in con- 
struing the contract, the Court attached im- 
portance to the words used in the quotation, 
but we find that not possible, and therefore 
all that can be said is that the case shows the 
importance of contracting parties clearly ex- 
pressing their intentions in the contract and 
thus avoiding litigation.

The Ford Factory, Dagenham.

The factory was begun in 1928, 
and it was planned to produce the new car 
in large numbers, both for Great Britain and 
world markets. Between five and six thou- 
sand hands are employed. A small section 
of the works provides a training school for 
boys. The manufacture of the car from its 
earliest stage until ready to drive away was 
demonstrated to the party.
